Mr. Holbrook informed the commit- 
tee that the Weymouth bill was copied 
largely from the Watertown Act and 
told wherein It differed. The Wey- 
mouth bill adopted the present pre- 
cinct lines long established, while the 
Watertown act provided for redistrict- 
ing. Watertown’s representation was 
on the percentage basis, but our bill 
favored 30 from each' precinct. Our 
bill also modifies the referendum. 
Facts and figures relative to Wey- 
mouth were given. .The chairman Oi 
the Assessors should have been In- 
cluded as a member at large.

Few Hours Spent in Going Over 
Motors Will Keep Them in 
Good Condition. 

BOLTS NEED TIGHTENING UP 


Good Point to Thoroughly Clean the 

Cooling System Before Warm 
Weather — Eliminate Squeaks 
and Look After Springs. 

Keeping a motorcar la excellent 
working order Is a simple matter when 
a regular schedule of lubrication and 
adjustments Is followed. Most drivers 
are quite conscientious In attending to 
Hie minor details during warm and 
fair weather hern use they realize that 
all of the little things go to rounding 
suit more perfect operation. 

All-year driving lias become the cus- 
tom rather than the exception. Oar- 
ing the winter there seems to he a 
tendency on the part of some to neg- 
lect the usual routine and to let slip 
such matters as attending to grease 
tups. spring cllpH, drip pan. etc. 

Should Tighten Bolts. 

Should squeaks of any kind develop 
in the body they may he eliminated 
by simply tightening t lie body holts 
with u good-sized wrench, which will 
draw the body down tlrmly In position 
lignin. 

It is advisable, whether or not 
squeaks are apparent, to Inspect the 
liolts after winter driving to sre that 
they are drawn up good and snug 
against the lock washers. 

Another simple matter Is the proper 
care of springs. Springs do an ex- 
traordinary amount of work and when 
the ground Is frozen the shocks they 
meet are greatly multiplied. The 
slight effort involved In caring for 
them will be repaid ninny times by the 
added comfort derived and the added 
protection alTArded all working purts 
of the car. 

It Is essential that the spring clips 
be kept tight at all times In order that 
the spring leaves will he held firmly 
together. As spring leaves generally 
break on the rebound, -It Is necessary 
thut the leaves hold together In order 
to divide up the shuck. 

At this time of the year it Is also 
advisable to jack up the car, loosen 
the spring clips and spread the leaves 
apart, and with a thin, flat instrument 
liberally smear the surfaces of the 
spring leaves with a mixture of Hake 
graphite and motor oil. This luhrl- 
cant will permit the leaves to slip over 
each other with vecy little friction, 
thus giving the same smoothness of 
action ms when the car was new. 

Clean Cooling System. 

It Is also a good point, after driving 
the car all winter, to thoroughly clean 
the cooling system before warm 
weather comes on. No mutter wbat 
kind of untlfreeze mixture Is used a 
certain amount of sediment Is hound 
io settle III parts of the system or ad- 
lipfe to the cylinder and radiator 
v ulls. 

A simple method of cleaning the 
system is to drain off the water and 
then turn u hose In the tiller cap of 
ilie radiator to admit a moderate 
stream of water. I.et the motor run 
lit a low speed, leaving open the pet 
cock ut the bottom of the radiator. 

Another good point is to check up 
the brakes to see that they are proper- 
ly adjusted. 

If the car hue been In use all dur- 
ing t lie winter a tliurough washing 
and cleaning Is also advisable, it is 
especially important to clean the 
chassis where dirt uud Ice accumu- 
lated in driving over slushy and wet 
loads. 

A few hours spent In a "spring 
housti leaning" will put the cur in 
good shut** and Insure greater com- 
fort and satisfaction on itivigorutlug 
spring drives.

Dairy and Poultry 

The only real feature on the Dairy 
marketH during the past week baa been 
the further sharp decline In fresh egg 
prices. The lower retail prices evidently 
atimulated consumption, and a better 
trade was reported for a few days, but 
there was not sunicent to clean up 
stocks and toward the last of the week 
prices dropped rapidly. The net loss for 
the week has been about 6c. per dozen, 
Fresh Western eggs declining from 65c.- 
66c. down to 59c. -61c. on Friday. Nearby 
eggs have ulso been more plentiful and 
dropped from 70c. -72c. down to 64c.-67e. 

Butter mnrkets have mode very little 
change. Trade has been almost wholly 
on storage butter and values have grad- 
ually hardened, but no great price 
changes have resulted. Fresh butter has 
been reaching the market more freely 
from nearby and western sections but hot 
not sold at much advance over the iamo 
grade of storage butter. At the close 
90-92' score fresh butter was bringing 
48-BOc., and the same grade of storage 
47-49c. 

Cheese also made a slight Improvement 
In feeling but no change In price. Very 
little fresh cheese has been arriving hero i 
owing to the danger of frost damage in ■ 
shipping from country points at this sea- 1 
son of the year, so trade has been on 
held goods and these have sold In the 
range of 26-29o. for Twins and at 29-30c. 
for Young Americas. 

The higher prices during the pnst week 
on the Poultry markets have evidently 
hnd an effect on trade, as dealers have 
noted a gradual falling off In demand and 
most of them find a very quiet market. 
Price changes have been noted only on 
the very fanciest fresh chickens, some of : 
these selling l-2c. higher. Fowl have | 
ranged 36-43c. and chickens from 40-60e. I 
according to size and quality. Very little . 
live poultry from 'nearby sections lias , 
arrived and prices on these have been 
about the same, although heavier receipts | 
from western points have mode this . 
class a little easier. Fowl steady at 36- 
39c. and chickens at 33-36c. 


Gov. Lake of Connecticut has Is- 
sued a proclamation to the people of 
Connecticut appealing for aid for the 
starving children of Europe. 

The New England Milk Producers 
Association at its convention In Bos- 
ton went on record as favoring the 
Fordney Tariff bill, which provides 
a tariff of 2 cents a gallon on milk, 
6 cents a gnllox, on cream and 8 cents 
a pound on butter. 

Armed with one large and service- 
able looking bucksaw, Sisserine John- 
son of New Bedford, Mass., who said 
she had Indian blood in her veins and 
is too proud to beg, appeared at the 
mayor's office and asked to be given 
a job sawing wood at the almshouse. 
She carefully deposited the saw In the 
mayor’s waiting room while she told 
her story in the inner sanctum. She 
has four children. 

Richards M. Bradley of Boston, as 
one of the trustees of the will of 
Thomas Thompson, is allowed to use 
his discretion In the expenditure of 
the income of a $1,000,000 fund left 
by Mr. Thompson, a former Boston 
merchant, for the benefit of seam- 
stresses, needle-women and shop girls 
of Brattleboro, Vt., and Ithinebeck, N. 
Y., according to a decision made by 
Judge Jenney of the Supreme Court, 
Boston. 

Prohibition has Increased illicit 
traffic in narcotic drugs, Charles S. 
Robinson, for 14 years a prison offi- 
cer told the Massachusetts Legisla- 
tive Committee on Public Health at 
a hearing on bills filed by director 
William S. Briry erf the division of 
registration, Department of Civil 
Service and Registration. One of the 
bills aims to establish In the depart- 
ment a division of narcotic drug 
control and to compel every dealer 
In narcoticB to register. 

Gov. Cox of Massachusetts points 
out that a deficit of nearly $1,000,000 
confronted the present administration 
when R took office. This Is referred 
to as a “deplorable condition.’’ and 
he adds that the condition of the 
treasury at the close of business for 
the fiscal year 1920 was “far less 
favorable than in previous years” and 
“far from satisfactory." As a result 
of this condition the state tax tor 1921 
will probably be $15,000,000, an In- 
crease of $1,000,000 over that of 1920. 
In addition to the $15,000,000, which 
will be levied on the cities and towns 
of the commonwealth, it will be nec- 
essary to raise $2,000,000 by other 
forms of taxation, and the Governor 
recommends increasing fees which the 
state now charges for services ren- 
dered, in granting charters, motor 
vehicle licenses, etc. 

The American Wringer Company, 
Providence, the largest concern of its 
kind In the world, was placed In the 
handB of a temporary receiver by Pre- 
siding Justice Tanner in the supreme 
court, upon petition of Sullivan Bal- 
lou, secretary of the company. The 
petition declared the company, which 
Is capitalized at $1,750,000 was Insol- 
vent. The court's decree also en- 
joins starting of suits against the com- 
pany by directors. Depression du« to 
the war is said to be the chief reason 
tor the company's difficulties.

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DIFFERENT KINDS OF GEESE 

Toulouse Is Mott Popular on Account 
of Largs Size — Emden and Chi- 
nese Are Liked. 

Tho Toulouse Is tho glnnt of tho 
goose family. It Is a native of France. 
Its ordinary weight Is from 15 to 20 
pounds, hut it Is not uncommon to 
find specimens weighing from 25 to 80 
pounds. Tills Is the typical gray goose, 
but beneath nnd behind these body 
feathers are white areas In the plu- 
mage. 

It is said by those who hnve had 
experience with this breed that young 
geese during the first year lay from 
IB to 25 eggs, when older they may 
lay from 25 to 40. 

The Emden is n popular breed In 
some places. The bogles of the birds 
are anowy white, the legs nnd bills 
yellow. They hnve good type nnd 
conformation. In size It Is the same 
ns standard for the Toulouse, though 
It Is said a smaller number of Em- 
den reach this standard than the Tou- 
louse. 

The Emden, when well bred, prop- 
erly fed nnd prepared, makes n enr- 
enss thnt sells well on the market. 
But It is said thnt ninny breeders In 
this country hnve not given much at- 
tention to fine quality. 

There are two varieties of Chinese 
geese, Brown nnd White. _Thls breed 
has different characteristics from the 
others mentioned. The birds stand 
more erect nnd have longer nnd slen- 
derer necks than the others. The 
Brown Chinese hnve at the hnse of 
the hill a peculiar dark-colored knob. 
The Brown Is considered the most 
prolific of all the geese. The stand- 
ard weight for the gnnder Is 15 pounds, 
goose 12 pounds. The female Is said 
to lay from 40 to 50 eggs, sometimes 
more. A lnrgc per cent of the eggs 
are generally fertile. 

The African is not at all common 
In this country. The color of this 
breed is dark gray on the back and 
tight beneath. There Is a dark stripe 
On the neck thnt extends well down 
the tack. The bill Is black nnd has 
s. ktiob something like thnt of the 
Brown Chinese. 

The color of the eggs Is orange. 
The geese of this breed lay better 
titan Emden. but not so well as the

TUBERCULOSIS IN CHICKENS 

Dlreaee Is Quite Common and Is 

Caused by Quarters Being Poorly 
Ventilated and Lighted. 

Tuberculosis in poultry results In a 
loss of weight. The birds may look 
all right for a time, but they will be 
found to be light. Mr. Barton, of the 
North Dukotu Agricultural college, 
states that in the later stages the birds 
become weak, often they cannot fly 
onto the roosts, but sit In u corner, 
and after a little die. According to 
Mr. Barton, this dlseuse Is quite com- 
mon. affecting turkeys as well as 
chickens. One way to tell if the birds 
have tuberculosis Is to cut them open. 
If the bird is light In weight and the 
liver Is enlarged and spotted It muy 
be quite safe to say that It has been 
suffering from tuberculosis. 

He states that small quarters, poor- 
ly ventilated, poorly lighted, and damp 
are conducive to the 6preud of the dis- 
ease. The best remedy Is to dispose 
of all infected birds and If the flock is 
badly Infected to dispose of all the 
birds; then thoroughly clean the 
house and yards, disinfect aud start 
over again with tuberculosis-free 
birds. Mr. Barton recommends a dis- 
infectant mude up In the ratio of one 
ounce of creolin und one ounce of car- 
bolic acid to one gallon of water. 

PROPER SHELTER FOR GEESE 

Borne Protection Should Be Provided 
During Winter and 6tormy 
Weather— Have It Dry. 

Except In winter or during stormy 
weather, when some protection should 
be provided, mature geese do not usu- 
ally need a bouse. Borne kind of shel- 
ter, such us a shed open on the south 
side, a poultry house, or a barn, is 
usually provided. The goose house 
should be kept clean and plenty of 
clean straw provided fur the doer. 


Farm Buildings Screened. 

Itonfs nnd outlines of fnrm buildings 
Jtre visible, hut lost to sense lu the 
competing humanism tills side of the 
harriers. 

The scattered situation of the vari- 
ous farm buildings nnd yards about 
the ordinary farm house, often nt 
every angle, produces the serious diffi- 
culties of the detaching process. 
George Washington, the farmer, dis- 
posed his burns, outbuildings, yards 
and gardens, at the wings of his Mount 
Vernon house. The rear was left 
open and free for stretching lawn, 
sky above, tall tree foliage at sides, 
sky at end of vista, meadow land 
dropping out of sight. The front was 
"laid down handsomely In grass," ns 
George Washington described the 
lawn ; while the Rotomnc river, a real 
moving picture, ran among the ouks on 
the river bank. * 

FUTURE CITY WILL BE CLEAN 

Declaration That Electricity Will 

Make Busy Centers of Population 
Desirable Living Places. 

Dr. Charles A. Steliimetz, “electrical 
wizard of Schenectady," believes it 
will he Illegal to build a fire In the 
limits of the cities of the future, which 
will he smokeless nnd dustless. He 
made Mils prediction at a dinner of 
the Hnln-Cynwyd Neighborhood club 
in Philadelphia. He pulnted u word 
picture of a present-day city In the 
throes of an “electricity strike,” mid 
showed how n city depends on elec- 
tricity In transportation and manufac- 
turing. 

"But," said Doctor Stelninetz. “al- 
though we are absolutely dependent 
on our electricity today, we have still 
only begun to use it. In the city pres- 
ent methods of manufacture will he 
replaced with electrical methods. The 
present city, with its dust und smoke, 
will he unknown. It will be against 
the law to have a fire III the city lim- 
its. Life then will he worth living In 
cities." 

Heat Seeps Out of Walls. 

Engineers find It tukes two or three 
times us much fuel us it should to^ieat 
the ordinary dwelling. 

That Is becuuse houses frequently 
are not built to conr.erve heat, or for 
any purpose hut to sell. 

The way to heat a room economical- 
ly is to insulate it. Most persons 
know that air space in wulls conserves 
heat. Rut this Is true only If the walls 
hold dead air. Most wulls und ceilings 
aren’t tight enough. Hot air goes 
through them like water through a net. 

Banking up lower wulls of houses 
with dry leaves and earth still Is 
practiced In cold states, particularly 
in the country. But most city and 
town houses cun be made tighter with 
little effort. The Insulation of walls 
and ceilings can be improved, aud 
much coal saved. 

It's worth considering In places 
where fuel is scarce or costly. An 
examination of uiHiiy houses will show 
that the occupants literally ure trying 
to "lieut all outdoors." 

Drive for Building. 

In the belief that business and In- 
dustry of all kinds depend to a large 
extent for success on a resumption 
of building activity throughout the 
country, a group of business men In 
St. Paul. Minn., are launching u cam- 
paign for more construction.

The Ink-stand, pen-rack, nnd per- 
petual calendar shown ln Fig. 1 is a 
practical desk novelty.

[CHAP 280, ACTS OF 1912] 

AN ACT RELATIVE TO REPORTS 
AND RECORDS OF BIRTHS 
Be It enacted, etc., as follow -i: 

Section 1. Physicians and mid- 
wives shell, within forty-eight hours 
alter the birth of every child In cases 
of which they were In charge, mall 
or deliver to the clerk or register of 
the city or town in which the birth 
tcurred, a notice stating the date and 
j'lace of the birth, giving the street 
Bnd number^ If any, the numbei pf a 
ward in a city und the family name. 
Failure to mall or deliver the said 
notice shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars for each 
offehce. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice 
irqulred by the following section ts 
given within forty-eight hours after 
the birth occurs. 

Section 2. Physicians and mhl- 
wivee shall make and keep a record 
of the birth of every child in cases 
of which they are In charge and shall 
within fifteen days after the birth:

Cavnnnugh takes the attitude thnt 
the presence of the rule permits of 
many Injustices in the game. He says: 

"With the old rules It made a con- 
siderable difference where the ball was 
downed after a player bad gone over 
the line for a touchdown. It did seem 
an Injustice thnt because a team hap- 
pened to go over the gonl line for n 
touchdown while close to the side lines, 
the try for n goal should be a more 
difficult mnttor than If the hall bad 
been downed directly under the gonl 
posts or elode to It. 

"For tlmt particular reason n grefft 
many close students of the game linve 
for years favored the entire abolition 
of the piny. I feel positive thnt a 
great mnjorlty of the conches would 
like to see It eliminated. However, 
there are some people who still cling 
to the goal-nfter-touehdown Idea. Some 
of them stnnd high In the game nnd 
In order to appease the minority ns 
well ns the mnjorlty, the rule wns 
changed prior to the stnrt of the 1920 
senson. In an effort to eliminate ns 
nearly ns possible the loss of games 
through the failure to kick a gonl after 
touchdown It was ruled that all such 
nttempts should he made from a point 
directly In front of the gonl posts. 

"Ordinarily It would seem that the 
kicking of such a gonl would be a very 
easy mntter. As n rule It is, yet many 
an Important game wns decided last 
fall through the medium of a gonl 
after touchdown. Take one of the 
Western conference games for exam- 
ple. Ohio State defeated Chicago T 
to G, both teams making a touchdown, 
but Chicago failed to kick the goal."

Germany says she neither cun nor 
will pay the total of reparations that 
'was fixed by the supreme council — 54 
billions in 42 years and a tax of 12 
per cent on her exports during the 
period. Kmiucnt financial and eco- 
nomic experts of the allied countries 
and America agree that Germany will 
flpd It Impossible to puy that sum and 
vertheless, it is probuble 
•rinun representatives In 
ulng London conference 
e agreement laid Itefore 
imrui, unu that the allies thereafter 
will get from the defeuted country as 
great a proportion of the 54 billions 
u they can, modifying the terms from 
time to time. 

The official' protest of Germany was 
volted by Dr. Walter Simons, the for- 
eign minister, and whut he said was 
concurred In by the relelistag parties 
through their leaders, with the excep- 
tion of the ultru radiculs, who gloried 
In the painful position of the govern- 
ment. Doctor Simnns asserted that 
the obligations thus Imposed on the 
Germans would menu the complete 
economic enslavement of the people, 
and particularly of the workers. He 
said the government would offer coun- 
ter proposals at the London meeting. 

Among the people of France there 
was satisfaction with the reparations 
plan, especially because It was ex- 
pected that the first effective pay- 
ments by Germany will make avail- 
able for negotiations or for use as se- 
curity the French share of the (50,000,- 
000,000 gold marks in bonds already 
delivered by Germany to the repara- 
tions commission. Greut Britain has 
ugreed not to utilize her claim on Ger- 
many as u basis for loans during the 
i£xt live years, and this gives France 
the opportunity to muke use not only 
of her share of the bonds but also her 
part of the 12 per cent tax on Ger- 
many's exportations, to raise money 
to continue the work of reconstruc- 
tion In northern France. 

That tax on German exports Is a 
feuture that may cause a lot of trou- 
ble. By many it is held to be false 
economies that will react to the in- 
.Jury of other countries, und in Wash- 
ington there is talk that our state de- 
»nt may feel called on to make 
protest. Lloyd George says 
x would be easy to collect, and 
feuds the plun In Its entirety. 
If Germany should absolutely refuse 
to It, he usserts. “there is nothing for 
us to do but to apply the treaty llt- 
•rally." 

That oplniou favoring German 
claims lu the matter muy be bused 
on false premises is made clear by 
the repot t of the conference of finan- 
cial experts held lu Brussels, In which 
Germany is shown Just how to wipe 
out the deficit of 715,000,000,000 marks 
in her 1020 budget. The experts found 
Germany was deliberately putting on 
a poor face for the purpose of show- 
ing the world her precarious financial 
condition and her difficult situation. 
Certuiu of her expenses were multi- 
plied 75 times over those of 1019, and 
certain of her taxes vastly below 
those the people of the allied coun- 
tries are paying. Furthermore, the 
budgets of 1919 and 1020 carried u 
number of credits which were only 
partly disbursed, such us 16.500,000,- 
000 marks for the allied armies of oc- 
cupation expenses, of which only 4.- 
600.000.000 marks was spent. The 
budget for 1930 carried 42.000.000.000 


mnrks for execution of the peace 
treaty, while only 17,000,000,000 
murks had been paid out up to De- 
cember 1 last. 

Disarmament, a small army and oth- 
er forms of unpreparedness got some 
hnrd knocks last week. In the first 
place the senate naval affairs commit- 
tee put the snuffer on the Borah res- 
olution for a naval construction holi- 
day, after hearing Admiral Coontz, 
chief of naval operations, and Ad- 
miral Taylor, chief constructor 
of the navy. Both opposed the 
plan for a cessation of nnvnl con- 
struction for six months. They said 
It would cost os much to do this as to 
continue to build, os contractors 
would he able to collect large dam- 
age claims from the government. 
Furthermore, they see no need for an 
Investigation ns to what constitutes n 
modem navy, being convinced by In- 
vestigations already made tlint the 
cnpital ship Is not obsolete and that 
the present program of the United 
States Is correct. 

General I’ershlng appeared before 
the house nnvnl committee and gave 
a warning against unprepnredness 
and pacifism. He expressed approval 
of a world conference on disarma- 
ment, but said the United States 
should proceed with Its present army 
and navy programs until at least five 
great powers have entered Into n 
definite agreement. 

On the other hand, the house for- 
eign affairs committee reported fa- 
vorably a resolution authorizing the 
President to invite the nations of the 
world to send delegates to a confer- 
ence to provide for disarmament. 

In the house, the fight to prevent 
reduction of the regular army below 
175,000. was opened by Chairman 
Kuhn of the military uffalrs commit- 
tee. He said President-elect Hurding 
told him recently at Marlon that he 
favored un army of 175,000 men, but 
that he hoped some day It could be 
cut down to 150,000. Mr. Kuhn also 
disclosed Mr. Hurdlug’s belief that 
congress should enact legislation pro- 
viding voluntary military truining for 
150,000 men uunuully. 

Meanwhile economy of the most 
rigid sort is being forced on our reg- 
ular army by great deficiencies in 
funds for the remainder of the fiscul 
I year. The shortage in the quurter- 
j muster corps ulone Is said to be $94,- 
; 000,000. In order to reduce the pro- 
i spectlve deficits to the lowest possi- 
ble minimum, the Wur department or- 
dered reduction of 40 to 00 per cent In 
the number of civilian employees In 
the jinny; reduction of the consump- 
tion of gasoline und lubricants by 50 
per cent ; allowance of clothing, equi- 
page and supplies cut to the lowest pos- 
sible limit, repaired shoes aud sal- 
vaged uniforms to be issued wher- 
ever possible; substitution of cunned 
food for fresh wherever possible, and 
expenses for transportation, commu- 
nication und fuel cut to the bone. 
Much of the vocational training, upon 
which the recruiting campaign was 
based, must now be abandoned, us all 
the teaching will lmve to be done by 
army officers. 

Gen. Charles G. Dawes of Chicago, 
former chief of supply procurement 
for the Americuu army in France, 
made lively and interesting two ses- 
sions of the house war investigating 
committee. Severely condemning 
what he characterized as political at- 
tempts to discredit the people who 
won the war, he defended the work of 
his department and of the urrny In 
general, and deuled that there was 
waste und extravagance in the liqui- 
dation of American accounts in Frunce 
und the sale of surplus stocks to the 
French government. As to the al- 
leged payment of excessive prices for 
equipment and material, he said this 
wus necessary to get the Job dons 
quickly and was Justified by t(p» fact 
that the army did the Job. General 
Dawes did not mince bis language, 
and what he bad to say of our “pink 
tea" diplomats In Europe who delayed 
matters with their red tape was tonic 
In its ha r- cneas. The discussion at 
one time turned oo Great Britulu, and 
the ge: er»\'. shouted: 

“I am no more ashamed to stand up 
here for Great Britain than for the 
United States. It seems to be fashiun- 
uble In American politics to attack 


Great Britain. I ntn not In politics, 
and I am not going to be. And 1 
thank God that In n crisis like we had 
there were no bickerings between the 
English-spenklng people. Great Brit- 
nln took over 40 per cent of our troops. 
Of course General Pershing guve them 
five divisions, hut It had to be done to 
save the nllles’ line.” 

In these remurks Mr. Ifctwes, who 
hns been a leading probability for the 
place of secretary of the treusury In 
the Hurding cnbinet, seemed to re- 
move himself from the lists. Certain- 
ly what he said so frankly will not 
make hhn very acceptable to the pro- 
fessional Irishmen of America who 
are mainly responsible for the antl- 
Brltlsh propaganda. However, at tills 
writing he is still nmong the cabinet 
possibilities. The latest list, as report- 
ed £>y the correspondents with Mr. 
Harding in Florida, Is:

Mr. Davis, slated for the lnbor port- 
folio, was formerly a steel worker and 
Is now director general of the Loyal 
Order of Moose. 

The fight over wages, between the 
railway executives and the ruilroud 
brotherhoods, Is on before the rullwuy 
lnbor board, and accusations have 
been flying thick and fast. The execu- 
tives asked permission to ahrogute the 
nationul wage agreements entered Into 
during the war, which would mean the 
lowering of the present wage qgale. 
The brotherhood leaders Immediately 
entered vigorous protest, ussertlng 
thnt the rail chiefs have conspired to 
overthrow the railroad labor hoard 
and to crush, once for all, the existing 
lnbor organizations. They said they 
could show thnt If the bankers who 
nre responsible for the fiscal needs of 
the railroads since their return to pri- 
vate ownership would perform their 
duty, the roads could he adequately 
financed u’nd their solvency main- 
tained. 

A veiled threat was found In the 
statement of Grand President Grnhlu 
of the maintenance of way employees, 
who said : “The whole thing simmers 
down to a question of whether the 
employees are to secure tneir rights 
by Justice and the proper legal ave- 
nues or by the use of economic force. 
This is the question wl/ch Is now up 
for answer, us much us thut of wheth- 
er wages are to stuy up oi go down.” 

President Wilson was appealed te 
by both sides, hut decided, It wus said, 
to take no hand In the fight. 

The Fordney emergency tariff bill 
took up a lot of the senate's time, hut 
there was little prospect of getting it 
to a final vote An attempt to apply 
cloture was defeated by the Demo- 
crats, who then embarrassed the Re- 
publicans by consenting to have a 
showdown on the measure about Feb- 
ruary 16. The Democrats asserted 
the Republican leaders had been 
Muffing about their desire to pass the 
Dill and were buncoing the farmers. 

Prohibition Commissioner {Cramer 
put an awful dent in the illicit booze 
Industry lust week by an ofder for- 
bidding further withdrawals from 
bonded warehouses of any liquor ex- 
cept Industrial alcohol, wines for suc- 
remental purposes, and liquor for re- 
tail druggists, who will be permitted 
to withdraw not more than five cum-s 
under each authorization. He ulso 
ceased Issuing permits for wholesale 
liquor dealers. Having clani|>ed down 
this lid, certain of the chief’s leading 
aids were sent to the Canadian bor- 
der to try to stop the smuggling of 
liquor there.

When* the plow Is not 
needed. It may be removed In a few 
minutes ami without the use of special 
tools. — Popular Science Monthly. 

CARE FOR TIRES IN WINTER 

They Should Be Partially Deflated If 
Car la Used Occasionally— Re- 
pair Any Cuts. 

If an automobile Is used occasion- 
ally during the winter. It will not he 
necessary to remove the tires, but 
they should he partially deflated, ac- 
cording to the department of agri- 
cultural engineering of the University 
of Nebraska. THt wheels should be 
supported by jacks. 

Tires should not be left standing on 
greasy or wet floors. Grease Is In- 
jurious to the rubber and moisture to 
the fabric. 

If the car Is stored for the win- 
ter, It should be jacked up and the 
tires removed. If there nre any cuts 
In the rubber they should be re- 
paired so that the moisture may not 
enter th§ fabric. 

During the winter, after the casings 
have been wrapped In paper or bur- 
lap to keep them as dry as possible 
and to protect them from the sun- 
light, they should lie placed In a dry 
room with a temperature ranging be- 
tween 40 and 05 degrees. Inner tubes 
should he removed and either be de- 
flated or rolled loosely with a slight 
air pressure left In them. The tubes 
should then he given the same care 
as the casings. Chrefully avoid any 
contact with oil.

Most Motor Makers Rjcommend 
Alcohol and Glycerin. 


Three Substances In General Uae 

Which Can Ba Prepared by Owner 
Without Consulting Any Pro* 
fesaional Mechanic. 

This Is the open season for anti- 
freezing solutions, and car owners will 
save themselves much annoyance and 
considerable expense If they will hut 
heed this warning and take ordinary 
precautions. 

There nre three substances In gen- 
eral use' for making nntl-freeze solu- 
tions, each of which can he prepared 
by the owner himself and used with- 
out having to consult the professional 
mechanic. Alcohol Is probnbly the 
most popular flf p.U antl-freeze agents. 
Glycerin has pro ted very effective, but 
its eost during the war made its use 
almost prohibitive to the ordinary own- 
er. Calcium chloride Is perhnps Ihe 
most easily prepared solution of all 
and, for that reason, is widely used, 
hut It Is n dangerous solution to use. 
The commercial product, sold In solid 
form or In aqueous solutions as an anti- 
freeze mixture, Is highly Injurious be- 
cause of the action on the components 
of the cooling system. Such alkaline 
solutions njjf.* productive of nn elec- 
trical action wherever two dissimilar 
metals are utilized, such ns the lirnSs 
tubing of a radiator and the solder 
used at the joints, Ihe Iron water jack- 
ets and the brass or copper plates. 

A summary of the opinions of motor 
car manufacturers as to the value of 
various anti-freeze solutions shows a 
decided preference for alcohol and 
glycerin. Neutral alcohol does not act 
on metal or on the rubber connections. 
But Ihe nleohol In the solution wlH 
evaporate more rapidly than the wa- 
ter.

A recent writer on Lincoln as a 
"lover of mankind" has likened him 
to two other great men who have be- 
come a common possession of our 
Anglo-Saxon race. Although they 
seem almost as far Separated from 
each other ns from Lincoln himself, 
both Chaucer and Sir Walter Scott 
reveal to the careful observer /the 
qualities that provoked a comparison 
apparently so remote. These are the 
qualities of n lover of mankind. 

Chaucer displayed them In deplet- 
ing, with sympathy for all, the group 
.of widely various characters who made 
their Immortal Canterbury Pilgrimage 
together. Scott displayed them not 
only through the creatures of his Im- 
agination, but also In his recorded re- 
lations with all hie fellow beings. In 
that respect Chaucer Ib at a disad- 
vantage. because he lived long before 
biography had attained anything like 
its modern abundance. Lincoln, later 
thai: Scott, and more tempting to bi- 


Lincoln and Sumner. 

Lincoln was modestly proud of his 
stature and of-the effect of the physical 
man, especially when actuated by 
noble sentiments. He used to speak 
of his height to every tall man he 
met, and to propose measuring — an- 
other guileless habit of self-grutiflca- 
tlon. The only refusal he Is known 
to have received was from Charles 
Sumner, who was ulso tall and proud 
of his height. Sumner was worrying 
the President, as he often did, about 
some perplexing matter, when Lincoln 
abruptly challenged him to measure. 
“Sumner declined,” said Lincoln, “mak- 
ing a fine speech ubout this being the 
time for uniting our fronts against 
the enemy, and not our\ hacks. But 1 
guess he was afrnkl, though he Is a 
good piece of a man. I have never 
had much to do with bishops where 1 
live, but, do you know, Sumner Is my 
Idea of a bishop." — Harper's Weekly.

The work he did. the sum of his 
deeds and their greut fruitage, may 
Inspire the chronicler of our national 
life and the recorder of God's hand- 
writing In the annuls of His world ;

achievements, the memory of Lincoln 
takes the form of a warming, loving, 
saddening personal presence, a latter- 
day reflection of the everlusting Mun 
of Sorrows.

It Is In the very variety and extent 
of the studies of Lincoln’s character 
that the strength of his hold on the 
imagination of the world is shown. 
Flfty-slx years have passed eince 
he met his tragic death. Through all 
that period the Interpretations of hla 
character — historical, analytical, po- 
.etical — have steadily increased in num- 
ber. The bare facts of his unique, 
yet strangely typical and significant 
career, arrange themselves In per- 
spective like the acts of a grerft up- 
lifting t.rugedy. If he had lived in the 
days when myths were made, It Is 
easy to imagine that In the process 
of time he would huve grown Into a 
great mythical figure, a King Arthur 
of the New World, a half-dlvlne hero 
like those that we associate with the 
most distant antiquity. 


But he belonged to no such period. 
His age Is one of the most amply re- 
corded In all history, and the records 
of his life are so Intertwined with 
those of men and events quite with- 
out poetic or heroic suggestion, that 
his feet can never be wholly removed 
from the earth. Indeed, It is much 
better that no such possibility exists. 
We need to know that out of our com- 
mon life can spring so extraordinary 
an example of the development of 
which our human nature Is capable. 

When all Is said and done, when his 
wisdom, his patience, his sacrifice are 
fully remembered, we shall delight 
pre-eminently to recall him as the 
friendly, humorous, accessible lover of 
mankind. — Youth’s Companion.

And the genernl, who admired Lin- 
coln above all other Americans, adds: 
"If I had had any awe of the Presi- 
dent It was then and there forever 
gone.”

| ittle. Yet when these valentines were 
! Brst penned and put In her hand how 
] grandma’s heart did palpitate and the 
: blushes rise to her cheeks I No mat- 
ter how halting the sonnet, or ana- 
gram or triolet, It was the music of 
i love to her. "Heart,” "dart” and "art” 
did rhyme sweetly I 

The machine-made valentines that 
we btiy nowadays have lost this per- 
sonal touch, though perhaps some of 
them have gained from an nrtlstlc 
point of view. Todny It Is only the 
school children and a few open-hearted 
Interested grown-ups who find the cus- 
tom of valentine making and valen- 
.tlne giving the fascination thnt It used 
to be. Why, even Charles Lamb wrote 
valentines, and loved to. 

Now the modern young man drops 
In a confectioner’s or florist’s shop and 
orders candy or flowers sent to Her. 
He scorns the valentine sonnet — 
whereby the girls of today are missing 
a heap of romance. 

This was the day when a young man 
might accuse some young woman he 
admired of being a coquette without 
Insulting her. In those days "co- 
quette” had just ^ such a naughty 
meaning as "vamp” has today. It 
meant a heartless trlfler. 

If she thereupon sent him a hand- 
made valentine on which were two 
bleeding hearts made as one, It was 
her answer to his accusation. It meant 
that conquering the hearts of other 
men than he, meant nothing to her; 
that only his heart and hers In all 
the world counted, that her heart was 
bleeding for him just as much as his 
was suffering- for her. 

The comic valentine Is an outgrowth 
or burlesque of the super-sentimental 
valentine and has almost died ouL In- 
stead of pointing out the recipient’s 
perfections and charms it dwells vivid- 
ly and uncompllmentarlly on his man- 
nerisms, clothes and appen ranee. In 
colored caricature. Red hair, large 
noses, blotched complexions, remurk- 
able skinniness or avoirdupois are us- 
ually the Jocular themes. Because 
valentines are sent anonymously, it Is 
possible with Impunity to remark 
scathingly on the physical character-' 
Istlcs or disposition of one’s friends or 
foes.

The splendor of the ceremonials 
which aggrandize living royalty as 
much as they glorify dead heroism 
wus wholly wanting in the obsequies 
of Mr. Lincoln. No part was taken

resulting slilne will not Inst very long. 

In summer the grease used for wa- 
terproofing shoes and hoots should ho 
harder than that used In winter. Since 
heavily grensed shoes have a tendency 
to cnuse the feet to perspire and swell 
In hot weather, nnd there is nlso less 
need for the wnter-resistant shoes in 
summer thnn In winter and spring, 
it Is rarely advisable to put as much 
grense on the shoos at that time of 
the year. In summer, the qunntity 
of grense used should not exceed the 
amount that the leather will take up 
without leaving its surfnce greasy. In 
winter, especially If it Is desired to 
get the greatest water resistance, a 
mixture of grease and oils that is not 
too hard when cold is required ; more 
of tills grense than the leather will 
absorb may be used. An cxeest will 
do no harm and will make the leather 
more water resistnnt. 

Waterproofing Formulae. 

For waterproofing boots nnd shoes, 
nothing better than the following sim- 
ple formulas is known to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Uliile the de- 
partment believes that these formulas 
do not infringe on any existing patents 
or pending applications for patents, it 
cun assume no responsibility. 

Formula 1: 8 ounces of neutral 

wool grease, 4 ounces dark petrolatum, 
and 4 ounces paraffin wax. 

Formula 2: 1 pound petrolatum, 2 

ounces beeswax. 

Formula 3: 8 ounces petrolatum, 
4 ounces paraffin wax, 4 ounces wool 
grease and 2 ounces crude turpentine 
gum (gum thus). 

Formula 4: 12 ounces tallow and 4 
ounces cod oil. t 

Should Be Melted Together. 

In each case the ingredients of the 
mixture should 'be melted together by 
warming them carefully nnd stirring 
thoroughly. Better penetration Is ob- 
tained if the grease is applied warm, 
but it should never be hotter than the 
hand can bear. 

Grease thoroughly the edge of the 
sole and the welt, as this Is where 
shoes leak most. The sole should also 
be thoroughly impregnated with the 
grease, thereby increasing Its water re- 
sistance, durability, and pliability. The 
sole can be most conveniently water- 
proofed by letting the shoe stand for 
about 15 minutes in a shallow pan con- 
taining enough of the melted water- 
proofing materinl to cover the entire 
sole. Rubber heels, Tiowever, should 
not be allowed to stand in the grease, 
us it softens the rubber. 


(Prepared by the United* States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Nothing is much more uncomfortable 
than going about with wet shoes, yet 
even the most forehanded are caught 
occasionally in n storm without rub- 
bers and wet feet is their portion, ns 
with those who dislike nnd seldom 
wear overshoes. Although rubber 
overshoes aVul hoots will keep wnter 
out, they nlso keep the perspiration in. 
Moreover, they are cold In winter nnd 
hot in summer. For these reasons, ns 
well ns heenuse of their excessive 
weight, rubber footwear Is objection- 
able to many people; but dependence 
for keeplrig the feet dry must be placed 
on rubber overshoes nnd hoots or wa- 
terproofed leather shoes nnd boots. 
The burenu of chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, has 
recently completed a series of experi- 
ments on the care nnd use of leather 
and recommends waterproofing the 
siioes that are worn in the winter 
nnd spring months. > 

Not Wholly Water-Tight. 

Leather shoes and boots, ns they 
are made nowadays, when treated to 
mnke them water resistant, allow the 
entrance of some wnter owing princi- 
pally to the difficulty of completely 
waterproofing the seams. Such foot* 
wear cannot be expected to keep the 
feet perfectly dry if worn for a long 
time in wet weather, nor will it Jake 
the place of rubber overshoes or hoots 
for walking In water, slushy snow, or 
very soft mud. They are very satis- 
factory, however, for protecting the 
feet during rain or snowstorms nnd 
for use on wet pavements or wet 
ground. They nlso keep the perspira- 
tion in, but are not ns objectionable 
as rubber in this respect. 

The application of oil or grense to 
light-colored or russet leather dark- 
ens It, more or less, nnd also makes 
any leather more difficult to polish. 
Where this is objectionable, only the 
soles of the shoes should be water- 
proofed. The uppers '•an he made 
quite wnter resistant by the frequent 
application of good wax polish. 

The occasional use of castor oil on 
shoe uppers will increase their wnter 
resistance, ns well ns their flexibility 
nnd durability, without greatly Inter- 
fering with tlieir being polished. If 
the oil Is applied lightly to the clean 
dry shoes and rubbed in until the 
leather is dry, they may be polished 
Immediately, although It Is better to 
wait until the following day. If the 
oil is applied too heavily, it will be 
difficult to polish the shoes and the 


plnits. Designers exercise their inge- 
nuity in producing effects with them 
which change the looks of the pattern 
in the skirt or feature certain colors 
In It, so that material In which a light 
and a dark stripe alternate may be 
mnde up Into a skirt that is all dnrk, 
by plaiting the light stripe under — or 
tlie reverse. Even the pi a in-surf need 
goods arc plaited, however. 

One of the practical skirts for 
spring, as shown in the picture, lias a 
wide, barred stripe, narrowed by 
plaiting, that alternates with a plain 
stripe. The belt is made of the bnrred 
stripe, with long tabs at each side, 
turned up nnd fastened with an odd 
lint button. There is nothing more 
trim than a well-fitting plaited skirt. 


J UST now shop winnows nnd show 
rooms are spring songs of cheerful 
merchandise. Lovely new cottons, in 
exquisite wenves, are on display and 
they include heavy ns well as sheer 
fabrics — the heuvy wenves suggesting 
separate skirts nnd suits, nnd the 
sheeA ones enticing the seamstress to 
make summer frocks. Neighboring 
windows accommodatingly show ready- 
made garments, helping to establish 
the styles, nnd If one thing is more 
firmly fixed in our minds than another, 
It Is a vogue for plaited skirts. Eight 
out of ten models, at least, are plaited, 
mostly in box plaits, narrow or wide, 
single, double and triple. 

It Is the grent number of striped 
nnd cross-bar patterns in materials 
that accounts for the diversity In 


embroidery is In self-color. Nearly 
always there Is a gleam of silver or 
gold thread In these embroideries, or 
ttie introduction of a little soft con- 
trusting color, sparingly used. The 
skirt in tills model is very practical- 
wide enough for comfort — and plain.

Flaring sleeves, em- 
broidery about the arm’s-eye, and 
large patch pockets that extend below 
tlie bottom of the coat, are all note- 
worthy, good points in the smart style 
of this model.

In such cases condiments nnd season- 
ings nre a help to variety. Cinnamon 
buns, for instance, thanks to their 
distinctive flavor, seem a very differ- 
ent thing from the biscuit or bread 
they replace. Rice or beans cooked 
with tomutoes, with a" green pepper 
and celery tops added, seem very dif- 
ferent from plain I toiled rice or henna. 
Cream sauce for fish becomes some- 
thing very distinctive when lemon 
juice is added to give it a mild tart 
flavor. Boiled beef with horseradish 
sauce tustes quite different from plain 
boiled beef, yet it requires little time, 
trouble, or expense to thicken some of 
the beef broth with flour and to add 
grated horseradish enough to give it 
a good flavor, then pour this over the 
sliced meat. 

The thing one must not forget, say 
Department of Agriculture experts, is 
that a truly varied diet, one which in- 
cludes all five food groups, namely, 
vegetables and fruits; milk, eggs, 
meut, and similar foods; cereals and 
their product*.; sugar and other 
sweets; futs and fat-rich foods, is 
essential in order that the needed food 
constituents may all be supplied. Dif- 
ferent methods of cooking everyday 
tilings in such vuried ways that they 
make savory dishes means that the 
diet may be varied without much ad- 
ditional expense. Accomplish this 
variety by tlie aid of judicious use of 
coudlmeuts and flavors with common 
foods.

Our great- 
est snfeguurd Is that typhus Is now 
thoroughly understood, while precau- 
tions cun be upplied without diffi- 
culty. 

Cumulative Funeral Services. 

The custom (in the mountain dis- 
tricts of the South) Is to have a fu- 
neral preached every two or three 
years for all the people who huve 
died during that time. Each one la 
buried at the time of Ills death, hut 
the preaching is reserved for a later 
day. when it Is convenient for more 
people and more preachers to get 
there. Sometimes a mau will Ik* mar- 
ried again, aud his second wife will 
tie one of the chief mourners at his 
brst wife's funeral preaching , This 
custom Is dying out to some exten*.

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A PAPER-BALER. 

The homemade paper-baler shown In 
Elga. 1, 2 nnd .'1 will enable you to tie 
up the household wnste-pnper. 

Figure 1 shows the haler after the 
binding cords have been ndjusted, nnd 
wnste-pnper hns been thrown Into the 
receptacle, the compressor honrd 
placed on top, nnd the compressor 
lever thrown over, pushed down nnd 
locked. Figure 2 shows the bnlcr 
with front removed. The blnding- 
cords should now ho fled. Figure .1 
shows the lever raised and the hound 
hale removed. 

Figure 4 Is n longltudlnnl section 
through the bnlcr, nnd Fig. t* Is n 
cross-section. Figure 7 shows the parts 
unassembled, with their relative posi- 
tions Indicated. Y’ou will find the di- 
mensions upon Figs. 4 and 5. 

Perhaps you will find a box of the 
right size for the base, the pnrts of 
which nre lettered A. B, C In Flg.7. 
Bottom must project 1 Inch beyond 
end pieces A, ns shown. When these 
pnrts have been assembled, cut the 
four end strips D nnd nail two to ench 
of the end pieces A, placing the rear 
strips even with the bnck edge of 
hoards B, and the front strips with 
their front edge projecting 1 Inch be- 


3 feet long. Bore n %-lnrh hole 9 
Inches from one end, and pivot the 
bar with a %-ltich carriage-bolt <1

Making bends of wnllpnper Is one of 
the inexpensive fads now In vogue. 

The first step In preparing the wnll- 
pnper heads Is cutting up the paper 
Into strips 10 Inches long, 4 Inches 
wide at one end. and tapered to u point 




bottom of the baler, and around rods 
S on the under side of compression top. 

When the paper hns been conir 
pressed, the sliding-front of the haler 
removed, and the ends of the cords 
tied; withdraw rods Q (Fig. 3) ; then 
remove the bale, and withdraw rods S. 

! the pencil from the center, place the 
head to dry, and start another. 

The curtain rings nnd fancy-work 
rings used for the portieres should be 
wrapped with wallpaper, ns shown lu 
Fig. 3. Cut the paper luto narrow 
strips, coat with paste, aud wrap In 
and out uround the rings. 

With enough bends, curtain rings 
and funey-work rings prepnred, let us 
begin u portiere of the design shown 
In Fig. 5. The best method of proce- 
dure Is to take the pole or rod upon 
which the portiere Is to hung, slip the 
curtuln rings over It, und rest the polo 
ends upon two chair bucks (Fig. 4). 
Then, to each curtain ring tie u cord 
of u length several Inches shorter than 
the height of the doorwuy for which 
the portiere Is to he made, so when 
hung, the strands will not quite touch 
the floor. String the wallpaper bends 
und .gluss beads upon each cord, using 
first u glass head, then u wallpaper 
bead, then two glass bends, another 
wallpaper beud, and so on until the 
end of the cord has been reached, 
where the strand should be finished off 


at the other end (Fig. 1). Prepare 
one hundred or so of these strips. Fig- 
ure 2 shows how to roll the strips into 
heads. Luy a strip upon u tuble, place 
u pencil upon It, uud wrap one turn of 
the wide end of the strip uround the 
pencil, then coat the remainder of the 





strip with paste, and roll the pencil 
I over und over until the entire length 
1 bus beeu wrapped shout 1L Then slip 


with u couple of gluss beads, aud thw 
cord kuotted to hold them lu pluce. 

When the cords huve beeu struug In 
this manner, form a vuluuce ucross the 
top of the portiere. To form oue of 
the loops of the vuluuce, tie a cord to 
the ring at oue end of the pole, string 
upon it u glass bead, u wallpuper bead, 
uud u second gluss bead, and tio 
to a fancy work ring; tlieu string an- 
other glass beud, u wallpuper beud, 
and a glass beud upou It, run the cord 
through the second curtain ring, and 
proceed lu u similar manner with the 
formation of the second loop. The 
loops below tho valance are strung up- 
ou cords Ln the same way, and the 
cord ends are tied to the fancy-work 
rings aud to the strands, as indicated. 

Fancy-work rings can he used along 
the top of the curtain overhangln,'s 
shown in FI;;. U. Make tin- t'-p w 't- 
puper beud of eucli strand linhe« 
long, so the cuds of the heads of those 
strands will come opposite the cen- 
ters of the other strands. ■

[CHAP 280. ACTS OF 1912] 

AN ACT RELATIVE TO REPORTS 
AND RECORDS OF BIRTHS 
Bo It enacted, e^c., as follow i: 

Section 1. Physicians and mid 
wives shall, within forty-eight hours 
alter the birth of every child in cases 
of which they were In charge, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of 
tho city or town In which the birth 
ocurred. a notice stating the date and 
place '■•f the birth, giving the street 
and number, if any, the numhet of a 
word in a city and the family name 
Failure to mall or deliver the said 
notice, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars for each 
offence. The notice required by tills 
section need not be given if the notice* 
required by the following section ts 
given within forty-eight hours after 
the Jjirth occurs. 

Section 2. Physicians and mid- 
wives shall make and keep a record 
of the birth of every child in cases 
of which they are In charge and shall 
wlthrti fifteen days lafter^the birth: 
mail or deliver to the ' clerk or reg- 
istrar of the city or town in which 
the birth ocurred. a report of tlic birth 
stating the date and place, the name, 
if any, of the child, Its sex and color, 
and tho names, ages, places oi birth, 
occupations and residence of the par- 
ents, giving the street number, if 
there be any and the number of a 
ward in a city, the maiden name of 
the mother, and whether or not the 
Vhysician or mid-wife signing the 
birth return personally attended the 
birth. If the child is illegitimate, 
llio name and other facts relating to 
tlie father shall not be stated except* 
at the request in writing of both the 
father and the mother filed with the 
return. The record to be kept by thb 
I hysician or mid-wife, as above pro- 
vided, sihall also contain the facts 
hereby required to ho reported to the 
city or town clerk. 

The fee of the physician or mid 
wife shall be twenty-five cents for 
every birth so reported, wliith shall 
be paid 1>y the city or town where the 
report Is made upon presentation to 
the city or town treasurer of a cei 
tificate from the city or town clerk 
rtnting that the said birth lias been 
properly reported to him. The repon 
tequlred to be made by this section 
is In addition to the report required 
to be made by the preceding section, 
and as above provided, if mado within 
fortyi-eight hours of the birth, the 
report required by the preceding sec- 
tion shall not be required. • 

A physician or mid-wife who neg- 
lects to make and keep the record 
hereby required, or who neglects to 
report In the manner specified above, 
etch birth within .fifteen days there- 
after shall for each offence forfeit a 
sum not exceeding twenty-five dollara. 
The city or town clerk or registrar 
rhall file dally with the local board 
of health a list of all births reported 
to him giving the following facts; 
date of birth, sex, color, familv name 
residence, ward, physician or mid-wife. 

Section 8. Section three of chap- 
ter twenty-nine of the Revised Laws, 
as amended by chapter ninelythree 
of the acts of the year nineteen huu 
dred and ten is hereby repealed.

NATION IN DANGER 


farm Abandonment Has Created 
Most Serious Situation. 


Peed Supply Threatened Through the 

Drill of the Population to the 
Cirlee — Now le Great Opportu- 
nity to Take Up Land. 

The question, "How Is the country 
fo be fed If the population continues 
to drift to the cities?" Is one thnt 
should crente nn agitation thnt will 
bring about n reply that will mean a 
solution. The census, recently com- 
pleted. revenls n situation truly alarm- 
ing, one thnt has never been known 
In the United Stntes before. The ttr- 
bnn population Is now greater than 
that of the rural districts by about 
4,000,000. Cities and towns, each with 
more than 2,. r >00 Inhabitants, contain 
54,318,032 persons, or {i1.4.per cent of 
the totnl population, while the farms 
and smaller towns together claim only 
51.300.739 persona, or 48.0 per cent of 
the total. 

As 1 r pointed out by an Influential 
Chicago dally, "the drift to the cities 
la thus proved nnd, reduced to figures, 
showing a top-heavy condition of the 
Industrial life." 

Farming Is and must remain the 
basic Industry of the world, nnd cer- 
tnlnly should remain the basic Indus- 
try of a nation with n continental 
area like ours. It Is small profit to 
gain the mnrkets of the world with 
manufactured goods If agriculture has 
decayed so badly ns to furnish nn un- 
certain subsistence for our people, nnd 
fluctuating crops are reflected In price 
changes thnt upset the economic life 
of the country. Yet we nre within 
measurable distance of thnt condition, 
If the present or recent drift toward 
the cities continues. 

Most writers on this topic tnke It 
for granted thnt young folks go from 
farms to cities merely to mnke more 
money. Doubtless flint Is something 
of n motive nt nil times nnd wns a 
very strong one In the period Imme- 
diately after the war, when city Indus- 
tries paid wages totnlly Impossible for 
farmers to rival. 

It Is hoped that this drifting has 
reached Its apex. Unless it lins. nnd 
there still remnlns a possibility of Its 
continuance, the effect ennnot he fore- 
told. The great wave of manufactures 
for war purposes has censed, nnd with 
It the number of those employed In 
factories Is diminishing by thousands 
dnlly. It Is therefore hoped thnt there 
will ngnln he henrd the slognn, “For- 
ward to the Land.” If prices to which 
farm land has reached nre prices pro- 
hibitive to ninny, the opportunity Is 
still open elsewhere. There are stntes 
possessing Inrge nrens of good land 
thnt may still he had at prices within 
the reach of mnny, and It Is doubtless 
true thnt In self-preservntlon It will 
he neeessnry to bring these binds un- 
der cultivation. The prices nre not 
high, considering their value. Then, 
too. there nre the lands of Western 
Canada, thnt hold out an Inviting pros- 
pect. Reports from there show thnt 
the prosperity of the fnrmers there Is 
not mythical. Farming there Is con- 
ducted on scientific principles, and 
the cllmnte Is such ns appeals. The 
production amply repays all the ex- 
penditure thnt may be made. The 
social conditions nre of a character 
thnt mnke farm life a pleasure, nnd 
tends to keep the young man and 
young womnn from pining for urban 
life with so mnny drawbacks. If con- 
ditions ns above mentioned, showing 
such a Inrge percenwige of population 
In the cities and towns, continues, they 
will require food. The opportunity to 
supply It Is by the means suggested. 
Go forward to the fnrm, become In- 
dependent. and become a factor In 
supplying the world's needs In cattle, 
sheep, gruln nnd such other commo- 
dities ns the farm will produce and 
the resident of the city requires. — 
Advertisement.

WAGES CUT AT SHIPYARD 

Confirming the news in last weeks 
Onzotto relative to a reduction in 
wages nt the shipyard, comes the fol 
lowing from the Craft Committees oi 
the Fore River given this week to 
tlio shop committees: 

"The present condition of die ship- 
building industry makes it Imperative 
that immediate action be taken 
toward reducing costs in every direc* ; 
tion. The Bethlehem Shipbuilding , 
Corporation, Ltd., has not signed a ! 
new ship contract for any of its cast 
renst yards since dune 1. 1020. 

i 

"On a new wage scale which will 
reduce labor cost, it is believed by 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion, Ltd., that new shipbuilding bmo- 
noss can he secured that will furnish 
employment for the employes of this 
company, many of whom would other- 
wise ho laid off in a short time. 

“The whole situation has been thor- 
oughly discussed in seveifil confer- 
ences with the joint shop committee 
and the following action by the Beth- 
lehem Shipbuilding Corporation is the 
result thereof: 

"The present day wcrki rates will 
he reduced 10 percent and imermedl- 
ale rates will be established in con- 
ference between the management of 
the company and the shop committee 
where necessary. 

"The existing allowance of 10 per 
cent over black book rates will bt 
eliminated. 

“Certain existing inconsistencies in 
tlio present black book rates will be 
corrected. This, however, will not 
cause any appreciable change in the 
black book rates as a whole. 

''There will be a 10 percent reduc- 
tion in the scheduled piece work rates 
and certain existing inequalities will 
bo adjusted. 

“There will be a 10 percent reduc- 
tion to all shlaried employes. 

"All of the above will take effect 
on Feb. 14, 1921.”

Railway Labor Board Refuses 
to Abrogate the National 

* Working Agreement 

IS WITHOUT JURISDICTION 

Senate Committees Report Agalnat 
Naval Holiday and Suspension of 
Immigration — Qerpians Are Pre- 
paring Their Counter-Pro- 
posals on Reparations.

This yeur’s llrst big lubor tight, that 

*■ between the rallwuys and the rail 
workers, really opened last week when 
the national railroad 'abor board took 

• up the appeal of the rail executives 
for Immediate abrogation of the na- 
tional working agreements. The hear- 
ing drew to Chicago the heavy guns 
fit both the executives and the rail- 
way brotherhoods. The bonrd decided 

rallwuys, which, however, 
tundoued the fight, 
oreseen, President Wilson 
Intervene, though usked to 
by uo_, les, stating be would not 
take any action “which would Inter- 
fere with the orderly procedure of the 
Interstate commerce commission or 
the railway labor board." 

Frank P. Walsh, coupsel for the rail 
unions, and 11, M. Jewell, bend of their 
department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, are leading the fight 
of the brotherhoods. Their first ac- 
tion was to question the Jurisdiction 
of the lubor board In this matter, on 
the ground that a question Involving 
the financial ability of the roads to 
pay Is within the province of the In- 
terstate commerce commission, the lu- 
hor board being limited by law to 
questions of wages und working con- 
ditions. This point the bourd decided 
wus well taken. 

Chairman Bartow said the hoard for 
Several months lmd been considering 
the nutlonul working agreement, clause 
by cluuse, to determine whether any 
parts were unreasonable, and he urged 
that It he "not further Interrupted 
*>y the Introduction of unwarranted 
denmnds by either party." 

The second part of the general argu- 
ment of Mr. Walsh was that the move 
by the rullroad executives is part of 
a "Wall street conspiracy" to kill the 
power of the unions, estubllBh the open 
■hop, crush collective burguluiug uud 
reduce wages. 

"Twelve New York hunks," said Mr. 
Walsh, “throngh Interlocking direc- 
torates, control 92 t luss 1 roads, which 
have 80 per cent of the cluss I mile- 
age und 76 per cent of the total rail- 
road mileage of the United States. In 
the bearings of the Lockwood commit- 
tee In New York the testimony re- 
vealed u movement on the purt of 
certain Interests to crush unions und 
establish the ‘open shop.’ It Is di- 
rected first at the two basic Indus- 
tries of building construction uud 
transportation." 

A great many persons not directly 
concerned In the present controversy 
believe with Mr. Walsh that there is 
p concerted movement to establish the 
opAi sho] and, likewise, a great many 
persuus are In sympathy with such 
a movement. These persons see the 
Impending contllct us u fight not be- 
tween labor und capital, but between 
tyraunlcal labor unions and Industry. 
Most of them have suffered and are 
suffering from the intolerance of both 
organized labor and organized capital, 
and they are very tired of It. 

What rullroad men said was one of 
the most fur reaching decisions made 
by the labor board was banded down 
lust week, the ruling being that It was 
the duty of the Boston and Muine 
railroad to confer with the committees 
of the American Federation of Labor 
over tlie grievances of Its workers. 
Kmployees said the decision upheld 
the right of inde{>eudent organizations 
of railway workers to present their 
grievances to road officials. In the 
Hosiuu snd Maine case it was said a 
Conference was refused because those 


with the grievances were not a party 
to the national agreement. 

Inspired by the conviction that the 
United States should have a navy as 
strong as that of any other nation, 
the senate naval affairs committee re- 
ported against the Borah resolution 
for a six months’ naval construction 
holiday. The report, presented by 
Senator Poindexter, said tbe commit- 
tee was as anxious as possible to 
bring nbout a reduction of armaments, 
but that no disarmament would be of 
value unless It were general and, In 
the case of the great maritime powers, 
universal. “Unhappily this Is not the 
cuse at the present time,” continued 
the report, “and we must deal with 
conditions ns they exist. For one 
nation to leave Itself exposed to nt- 
tuck while another Is preparing all 
the engines of war would be not only 
folly, but tho greatest danger to the 
peace of the world that could be Imag- 
ined.” 

A temporary suspension of building, 
It was pointed out, would cost the gov- 
ernment Immense sums through de- 
terioration of material and disloca- 
tion of contracts; would throw large 
numbers of workmen out of employ- 
ment, and, by rendering It difficult or 
Impossible to renssemble these forces 
should work on vessels be resumed, 
would give an Immense advantage to 
powers that had not Interrupted the 
construction of their fleets. 

The committee upheld the conten- 
tion of the navy board that the capital 
ship Is not obsolete. It recommended 
that twelve destroyers and six sub- 
marines, authorized in 1016 but not 
yet contracted *for, be eliminated from 
tbe building program. These 18 ships 
were expected to cost the government 
nbout $55,000,000. The committee sug- 
gested the use of this amount for the 
construction of two airplane carriers 
of the most modern type and of the 
most advantageous size. 

Another senate committee — that on 
Immigration — also took important ac- 
tion when It rejected, by u vote of 5 
to 4, the bill pussed by the house pro- 
viding for the suspension of Immigra- 
tion for one yeur. Senators Johnson, 
Washington ; Hurris, Cteorgla ; Har- 
rison, Mississippi, and King, Utuh, 
voted for the hill, and Colt, Rhode 
Island, chulrman ; Dillingham, Ver- 
mont ; Sterling, South Dakotu ; Keyes, 
New Hampshire, and l'helau, Califor- 
nia, against it. 

Next day the committee begun con- 
sideration of the Dlllinghuin substi- 
tute for the house bill, and the Indica- 
tions were that it would be acted on 
fuvorubly. This measure . provides 
that the number of aliens of uny na- 
tionality entering as Immigrants in 
any one year shall be limited to 5 per 
cent of the totul number of persons of 
such uutlonallty ulreudy In the coun- 
try, as determined by the lutest cen- 
sus. The legislation would not apply 
to Immigrants from the American con- 
tinents and udjucent Islunds, nor to 
the Asiatic "barred zone," from which 
Immigrants already are excluded, nor 
to Jupan, Immigration from which is 
regulated by agreement. Some of tbe 
radical restrictionlsts will make a 
tight to have the percentage cut down, 

I perhups as low as 2 per cent. In 
Washington It was said there was no 
likelihood thut the bill would get 
through congress before March 4. 

Frequent charges that thousands of 
sick or disabled ex-service men are 
being Inadequately cured for by the 
government had their effect on con- 
gress. Tbe seuute adopted an amend- 
ment to the sundry civil bill appro- 
priating $12.500, CAM) for five new build- 
ings und $6,100,000 for tbe enlarge- ' 
ment und improvement of existing 
hospitals. The house, by ununlmous 
vote, pussed u bill carrying an ap- 
propriation for $18,000,000 for addi- 
tional hospitals and enlarged facilities. 
Under this bill five new hospituls are 
to be located — one In tbe central At- 
lantic states, one in the region of the 
Great I akes. one in the central south- 
western slates, one In the Rocky 
mountain stutes und one in southern 
California. In addition, the secretary 
of war Is Instructed to take over at 
once and equip for hospital use Fort 
Mackenzie, Wyoming, and Fort Walla 
Walla, Wuublngion. 

Foreign Minister Simons has noti- 
fied the allies that the German gov- 


ernment will send qualified delegates 
to the reparations conference In Lon- 
don March 1, “provided negotiations 
are based on proposals which the Ger- 
man government reserves to Itself tho 
right to lay before the conference.” 
This acceptance being satisfactory, 
Doctor SlmonB called Into consulta- 
tion a large number of experts in 
finance, industry and economics, and 
they proceeded to frame the counter- 
proposals which Germany will submit 

Premier Brland has obtained from 
the French chamber of deputies the 
support he required before going to 
the London conference. The chamber 
voted 805 to 83 to approve the repara- 
tions terms framed by the supreme 
council, and then gave a vote of con- 
fidence In Brland, 387 to 125. The op- 
position wns led by members of the 
former Cleinencenu cabinet. The pre- 
mier closed the debate with the state- 
ment: “The fate of Germany lies in 
her own hands. Should Bhe, after 
May 1, 1921, refuse to fulfill her 
pledges the French government can be 
relied upon to take all inensures to 
make her.” 

Tlie Hansa league, the great eco- 
nomic association of Germany, snys 
many of Its members urge a boycott 
of French and English goods In favor 
of goods from America, nnd adds that 
the directors of the league may adopt 
the suggestion if Great Britain con- 
tinues to support France la tlie repa- 
rations claims. 

Of the two great military operations 
In the Near East that are believed to 
be impending, one, that of tli<^ soviet 
Russians ugaiiiHt Poland nnd Rou- 
umnlu, lias not yet been started. The 
other, the conflict betvVeen the Greeks 
and the Turkish nutlonulists, may al- 
ready he under wuy. The news from 
Asia Minor thut comes through Pnrls 
Is carefully censored, and advices by 
other routes are conflicting at this 
writing. There Is no doubt, however, 
that the Greeks have been concen- 
trating large forces for this fight, and 
that Kcnml Puslia also has gathered 
together most of his troops for what 
he hopes to make a decisive opera- 
tion. Greece relies on financial as- 
sistance from the allies for this wur- 
fnre, and without it she will hava 
great difficulty, for her expenses are 
now vastly greater than her revenues. 
Chronic trouble-makers nnd trouble- 
seekers are trying to find In the Greek 
operations In Asia Minor u cause for 
serious conflict between France and 
Great Britain ; but there Is no reason 
to believe that their hopes will ba 
realized. 

Walter Lymnn Brown, director of 
American relief work in Europe, has 
been making u tour of all the coun- 
tries In his Jurisdiction, and Is skep- 
tical concerning the expected Russian 
offensive this spring. He thinks the 
Bolshevik government would scarcely 
dare to undertake an attuck on Poluud 
that would lose to Its cause the sup- 
port of the workers of western 
Europe. lie suys Hungary nnd Latvia 
are sure the attuck Is coming. Poland 
Is nervous, and Czecho-Slovakin and 
Estflonlu believe the Russluus will re- 
frain. 

The loyalists of South Africa, head- 
ed by General Smuts, won a great vic- 
tory In tlie recent elections, und as a 
result the provinces of the Cape of 
Good Hope, Transvaal, NHtul and 
Orange Free State will continue as 
oue of the self-governing dominions of 
the British empire Instead of setting 
up an lndeiiendent republic. Tlie op- 
position waft led by General Iicrtzog, 
who asserted the right of South Africa 
to secede from the empire despite the 
act of union.

Montclair Judge Rules Out Woman's 
Claim Against Landlord. 

A cat’s board, under certain condi- 
tions, Is not a necessity.

AUTOS PUNISHED 
ON STEEP HILLS 

It Is Not Necessary to Take AH 
of Difficult Grades While 
“in High Gear.” 

DONE SOL ELY FOR OQASTING 

Practice Imposes Hardest Kind of 

Work on Engine and Every Other 
Part of Car — Low Geara 
Should Be Employed. 

The high gear hill climber Is first 
cousin to the scorcher, and both are 
bound to become wiser as time goes 
on, says R. O, Allen, writing In Amer- 
ican Motorist on the folly of driving 
motorcars up steep hills In high gear 
solely for boasting purposes. 

Continuing Mr. Allen says: 

"I fully understand that the modern 
automobile is made to climb almost 
anything but trees. But I wish to 
demonstrate thot to climb a steep hill 
on the high gear imposes the hardest 
kind of work not only on the engine, 
but also on every other part of the 
car. The low gear ratios are provided 
for lilll climbing and they should be 
used for It. 

Work of Automobiles. 

“It may be well here to consider a 
little more carefully the amount of 
work performed by an automobile 
climbing a gradient on, say, a gear 
ratio of three to one. A ratio of three 
to one means that one revolution of 
the rear wheels Is produced by three 
revolutions of the engine shaft. With 
the lower gear ratio, the intermediate 
and the low, the number of engine 
revolutions becomes still greater as 
compared to the number of road-wheel 
revolutions. 

“It it nat so difficult to compute with 
exactness the distance which a car Is 
propelled by one explosion In the en- 
gine cylinder and the power consumed 
In hill climbing. The circumference 
of a 32-Inch wheel is approximately 
100 Inches, and In covering one mile 
as fast as the rond wheels, ft will re- 
quire 1,800 revolutions of the gear 
shaft to propel the car one mile. Thus, 
If such a car should proceed at the 
rate of 30 miles per hour approximate- 
ly 050 engine revolutions per minute 
are required. With two power strokes 
at every revolution there ure 1,000 
revolutions per mile and each explo- 
sion propels the car one foot and four 
and a half inches. 

Resistance Added. 

“This estimate assumes that the car 
be propelled over level ground. To 
mount a hill simply means that grade 
resistance Is udded to the vurlous fric- 
tional und other stresses. An automo- 
bile weighing 2,000 pounds climbing a 
bill 200 feet high (meusured vertical- 
ly) simply performs the tusk of over- 
coming the action of gravity or lift- 
ing, and the calculation of the pow- 
er required to do this must Involve 
the factors from which the horse- 
power unit Is derived. To lift 2.000 
pounds 200 feet high in one minute Is 
the same thing as lifting 2,000 times 
200 or 400,000 pounds one foot 
high in one minute. Theoretically, 
then, the lifting of 2,000 pounds 200 
feet high requires 400,000 divided by 
33,000 equals 12.12 horsepower, and 
the losses through friction, air resist- 
ance. etc., consume the remainder of 
the theoretics! horsepower output. 

"From all of this it must become ap- 
parent that rushing up a steep bill on 
the high gear must subject any car 
to enormous stresses, which are likely 
to affect the life and service of the 
car to a considerable degree." 


Adjusting Steering Gears. 

In adjusting the steering gear for 
lost motion great care must be ob- 
served lest the parte be set so close 
together as to bind.

Efficient Device for Carriage or 
Automobile. 


Fire Brick Fitted Into Container and 
Packed With Nonconducting Ma- 
terial Will Add Greatly to 
Driver’s Comfort. 

The accompanying Illustration shows 
a simple but efficient foot-warmer that 
may be used In n carriage or uutomo- 
bile. It is constructed on the principle 
of the fireless cooker. A brick Is used 
as the carrier of the heat, and torn pa- 
per ns the nonconducting material be- 
tween the metal brick container and 
the sides of the box. 

To make one, simply take an old 
box about 12 inches long, 8 Inches wide 
and 0 Inches deep. Take a piece of 
sheet metal, and cut nnd fit It to the

One of the forces at work 
to cut down ihe cost of marketing, so 
the producer cnn obtain better re- 
turns nnd the consumer pay less than 
he does for his commodities, Is the 
bureau of markets of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Fres Delivery a Misnomer, 
i bureau points out thnt It Is an 

absolute truism thnt there Is no such 
thing as free delivery. It mny be free 
In the sense thnt the customer does 
not make n separate payrriont for thnt 
Item, but ench delivery costs the mer- 
chant a definite sum, nnd to cover this 
cost he must put a higher price on 
his commodities, nnd the customer 
pays, though Indirectly, for the serv- 
ice. 

Market baskets are In style nowa- 
days. nnd It Is one of the wholesome 
signs of the age thnt people are break- 
ing away from the Idea that a perfect 
lady or gcntlemnn never carried a 
package. Now, they are carrying 
home not only food supplies but other 
articles as well. Where the cost of 
delivery has been eliminated from the 
stores’ prices, persons so situated that 
they cnn tnke advantage of the fact 
nnd perform their own delivery sent* 
Ices cnn often make appreciable sav- 
ings.

Number of Women Carrying 
Home Food Supplies Have 
Increased Considerably. 


Housewives Becoming Convinced That 
Those Who Carry Their Purchases 
Can Save Mdney— Fres 
Delivery Misnomer. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment Of Agriculture.) 

Styles change In marketing, too. 
Fifty years ago few stores delivered 
any articles. They were In the sell- 
ing, not In the trucking business, they 
doubtless would have told anyone who 
suggested such an Idea. But, In time, 
as the number of stores Increased and 
competition grew keener, some of the 
merchants, to attract customers to 
their stores, offered to deliver pur- 
chases. 

This innovation proved very popular 
with the public, and soon other stores 
were forced to adopt the custom. At 
the start the Idea was to deliver arti- 
cles which could not he carried con- 
veniently by the customers. But ns 
time went on and the public flocked 
to the stores wh li delivered packages 
of any size, pr. ticully all merchants 
fell Into line nnd gave the same serv- 
ice. A yeast cake, a spool of thread, 
or a handkerchief were some of the ar- 
ticles bought for which a delivery was 
asked by the unthinking public. The

Cowpeas have n pleasing flavor ns 
well ns n high nutritive vnlue. Dried 
cowpeas used for cooking should be 
soaked for 12 hours. As they are apt 
to ferment they should he kept In a 
cool place during the soaking period. 

The following recipes for their use 
are recommended hy the home econom- 
ics kitchen of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture: 

Cream of Cowpea Soup. 

1 tnblespoonful but- 1 cupful cooked cow- 

ter. peas (green or 

2 cupfuls milk. dried). 

1 tablespoonful A few drops onion 
flour. Juice. 

1V4 cupful grated Salt. 

Melt the butter, add the flour, and 
cook thoroughly, being cnrpful not to 
brown It. Add the milk and bring the 
mixture to the boiling point. Put the 
peas through n sieve; add peas nnd 
seasonings to the milk and reheat. If 
too thick, add milk or water. Serve 
with croutons made by heating but- 
tered bread In the oven until It Is 
brown, nnd cutting It Into small 
pieces. 

Hopping John. 

Soak 1 quart or dried cowpeas over 
night In water enough to cover. Cook 
until they nre tender with one-half 
pound of snlt pork sliced thin ; add 
more water if necessary, nnd severnl 
slices onion townrd the close of 
the cooking process. Cook n pint of 
lice In three pints of water, mix the 
two, season with 2 tahlespoonfuls of 
butler and 2 tenspoonfuls of snlt. A 
beef hone may he used Instead of the 
salt pork, hut in that case the snlt 
must he doubled nnd 4 tublespoonfuls 
of butter mny be added. 

Baked Cowpeas and Cheese. 

X tuplespoonful but-1 tablespoonful flne- 
ter. , ly chopped sweet 

1 tablespoonful fine- green pepper. 

ly chopped onion. 2 cupfuls cooked 
l cupful grated cowpeas. 
cheese. 

Fress the peas through a sieve to 
remove the skins, and mix with the 
cheese. Cook the onion and pepper 
In the butter, being careful not to 
brown, and add them to the pens and 
cheese. Form the mixture into u 
roll, place on a buttered earthenware 
dish and cook in h moderate oven until 
brown, busting occasionally with but- 
ter and water. Serve hot or cold as 
a substitute for meat.

American Breeds. Such as Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes and Orping- 
tons, Are Recommended. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Hons of tlio medium-sized broods — 
Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, Rhode 
Islnnd Rods and Orpingtons — nro host 
suited to Imck-ynrd conditions. Large 
lions kept In close conlincment are 
likely to got too fat to lay well. Small, 
nervous bens are apt to develop such 
vices as egg rating and feather eating. 
The had tendencies mentioned do not 
prohibit the keeping of large and small 
breeds In small back yards, but make 
It necessary for the kepeer to use ex- 
traordinary care to keep them In good 
condition and productive. White and 
light-colored varieties are not desirable 
for small back yards, because their 
plumage soils too easily. 

As a rule It Is most satisfactory to 
buy hens of a local poultry keeper or 
denier in live poultry. Desirable small 
flocks arc frequently offered by people 
who are obliged by change of work or 
of residence to sell their poultry. 
Dealers In live poultry everywhere sort 
out from their general receipts the 
hens that show good breeding anti 
quality to sell to back-yard poultry 
keepers. When satisfactory stock can- 
not be obtained locally, the advertising 
columns of poultry papers, agricultural 
papers or newspapers that carry poul- 
try advertising should he consulted, 
and the hens bought from Ihe nearest 
breeder who can supply wlmt Is wunt- 
ed at a reasonable price. 

For the back-yard flock kept to pro- 
duce eggs only It Is not necessary to 
have liens of extra good standard qual- 
ity. What breeders of standard poul- 
try call choice utility hens are as good 
as any for egg production and cost 
but little more than ordinary mongrels. 
Hens of this grade In the medium- 
sized breeds nre usually a little under 
standard weights and have superficial 
faults — as unsoundness of color, or Ir- 
regularity of markings, or of the shape 
of the comb— which in no way affect 
tlielr In vine csnncltv. huf make them

In the Interior department there will 
be probably a complete chnnge of pol- 
icy. Again It will be possible to know 
something of what the change Is to he 
when the name of the new Incoming 
secretary Is announced. There hnve 
been differences of opinion and very 
sharp ones In the Republican party 
concerning conservation matters, the 
proper means of the development of 
Alaska, and some other things. Some 
men say that there will ho n return 
to the policies of the Roosevelt days 
when Oarfleld, a strong conservation- 
ist, was secretary of the Interior, and 
others think that some one will he ap- 
pointed as head of the department who 
holds th»' Taft views on the various 
matters upon which the, department 
must decide. 

Two Views on Conservation. 

There are two schools of thought in 
the Republican party on matters 
which may be grouped under the gen- 
eral bead of conservation policies. 
One school is opposed to allowing pri- 
vate interests to take over leases of 
land, water power, and other natural 
resources under long tenure, and with- 
out giving what they call an adequate 
return to the people for the privileges 
which nre extended. There Is the other 
school which holds that private cor- 
porations alone properly can develop 
the resources and that they should 
not be bundicapped witli too many re- 
strictions nor burdened with the ne- 
cessity of paying too much for whut 
they get. 

There hnve been all sorts of criti- 
cisms of t!ie post office department 
during the last few years. Its chief 
eas defended the department, nnd 
there are many people who hold that 
because of the war and certain other 
conditions, perfection <»f organization 
and operation was impossible, and 
that no man could have conducted af- 
fairs under the trying circumstances 
better than lias the present postmas- 
ter general. On the other bund, the 
critics say that the service went to 
something worse than the demuitlou 
bow-wows, ami that neither the ex- 
cuse of the war nor anything else can 
hold la the face of what actually has 
happened. 

Congress’ Talk Has Its Value. 

it may lie that the country will 
think that congress, by not putting 
through uny measures of great im- 
portance ut this session except the 
appropriation hills, is not doing its 
duty or performing any service of mo- 
ment to the country, but some good 
comes out of talk. 

The appropriation hills huve been 
jammed, like a log jam in a spring 
river. So many other measures of va- 
rious kinds have been presented for 
discussion that the current carrying 
the supply of bills was choked. It 
can be taken for granted, however, 
that virtually every appropriation bill 
will be sanctioned prior to the death 
of congress at noon on Murch 4. and 
that the extraordinary session, when 
it Is called, can work on the other bills 
in tiie absence (if fear that certain de- 
partments of government are going to 
Stop tiieir activities because no money 
Uus been voted to keep them going.

Dual-Purpose Hens Are Best Suited for 
Back Yard Conditions.

When buying hens in person, partic- 
ular attention should he given to gen- 
eral condition — whether the bird seems 
vigorous and lively — and to the appear- 
ance of the comb nnd the condition of 
the feet. Healthy liens huve bright red 
combs and bright eyes, say poultry 
specialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. A slight pale- 
ness of the comb is simply an Indica- 
tion thut the lien is not luying at the 
time; but a bird whose comb has either 
a yellowish or u bluish cast should be 
rejected, for these are symptoms of in- 
ternal disorders. The skin nnd scales 
of legs and toes should he smooth and 
the soles of the feet soft ur.d free from 
ccrus.

EXPERIMENTS IN MAGNETISM. 

Iron nnd steel are the principal sub- 
stances attracted by magnets, nnd for 
experimental work we will use tacks, 
brads nnd needles. By dipping the 
ends of the magnet (termed North 
Pole nnd 8outh Pole) Into a pile of 
tncks or brads, a bunch will adhere 
to the poles (Fig. 1). 

A hnr magnet, or straight magnet, 
can be mnde of a needle by drawing 
It several times ncross the pole of a 
magnet ns shown In Fig. 2. Draw 
the needle one wny only, from end to 
end, nnd In returning raise the needle 
nhout an Inch above the pole (sec 
dotted lines). You will find thnt the 
needle hns now become a magnet, with 
n pole ni each end (Fig. 8). Try 
the horseshoe-magnet upon the needle 
ends. You will discover that like 
poles re|>el onch other and unlike poire 
attract each other. 

Magnetize two needles, stick the 
north pole of one, nnd the south pole 
of the other, Into n cork (Fig. 0), nnd 
n small horseshoe-magnet will he 
formed. Split open n pencil, remove 
n piece of Its lend at the point (Fig. 
7), fasten a magnetized needle In Its

corks (Fig. IS), with pnper snlls and' 
pin tnnsts (Fig. 10). nnd run n mngne- 
llzed needle from end to end, through 
bow nnd stern.

Charles Schirmer, driver of a truck 
for Leavitt Coat Co. of Eus; Wey- 
lr.outh, was dragged 50 feet by ac 1 
express train that lilt his nuck at j 
the West Hingham crossing yesterday j 
afternoon. The crossing Is r.bscured 
from view to some oxxtent, owing to 
the abmpt curve.

Leavitt’s coal office, said that he was 
waiting for a train at the W’cst Hing- 
ham depot to take him home, when 
Schirmer invited him to ride with 
Mm. Ho got into the cab like seat, 
with Schirmer and when about to 
cross the railroad track's, the gate9 
of which were not down, the men 
saw to their horror that the express 
from Boston was thundering* down 
the track and almost upon them. 

The front of the truck was about a 
foot over the first rail when brought 
to a stop and both men leaped for 
their lives, Cleary to one side Into a 
rnowbank, and Schirmer to the other.

As Murch 4 draws near lntorest In 
the make-up of Mr. Harding’s cabinet 
grows acute. The President-elect Is, at 
this writing, believed to have decided 
upon seven of his ten advisers, while 
the men to whom he will entrust the 
navy, lnbor and commerce portfolios 
Still are to be definitely selected. Form- 
er Governor Lowden of Illinois has 
refused the place of secretary of the 
navy. 

For secretary of labor four men are 
being considered. They are James J. 
Davis of Pennsylvania, former steel 
worker; T. V. O’Connor of New York, 
leader of the Longshoremen’s union; 
games Duncan of Massachusetts, who 
has been an otllcial of the American 
Federation of Labor and of the Granite 
Cutters’ union, and John I. Nolan of 
California, member of congress and 
an Iron moulder.

elect Inst week granted an Interview 
to a committee of the "Germnn-Amerl- 
can Citizens’ lengue” headed by the 
notorious George Sylvester Vlereck, 
former editor of the Fatherland. Why 
cannot this man nnd his colleagues, 
who still cling desperately to their 
hyphen, lie quiet until time and good 
behavior have somewhat rehabilitated 
them In the opinion of decent Xmerl- 
cans? Here are the demands, requests 
and opinions which these hyphenates 
had the effrontery to present to the 
ITesident-elect : 

1. Thnt Americans of German birth 
should participate equally with their 
fellow citizens In the government of 
“our country." 

2. Immediate peace with Germany 
and the rejection of the “Infamous” 
pence of Versailles. 

3. A protest against the French an- 
nexation of the “ancient German 
provinces of Alsace-Lorraine.” 

4. Immediate withdrawal of the 
American forces from the occupied 
portions of Germany. 

5. Condemnation of British action 
In Ireland as “In violation of the prin- 
ciples for which American blood was 
shed and American treasure lavished 
In defense of the British empire dur- 
ing the World war.” 

6. Condemnation of the “attempt to 
embroil this country lu q war with 
Japan for the benefit of Great Britain.” 

7. Repeal of tlie Panama canal tolls 
act, which it has been said would be 
violation of our treaty with Great 
Britain. 

J3. Opposition to entangling alll- 
nl$g, "especially any alliance with 
Grt% Britain.” 

9-pnvestigntlon of the government 
handling of alien property is de- 
manded. 

10. Immediate release of Eugene V. 
Debs. 

< 11. Resentment of attacks against 
citizens of German descent. 

12. Prohibition condemned ns “a 
breeder of death, corruption and con- 
tempt for the law.” 

13. A study of Immigration "In a 
liberal spirit" urged. 

Another mnn, who during the wnr 
made himself only a little' less ob- 
noxious than Vlereck — Oswald Garri- 
son Vlllnrd — ran Into n hornets’ nest 
when he undertook to deliver a Lin- 
coln birthday address nt the Woman’s 
City club In Cincinnati. A great 
crowd, made up largely of ex-service 
men and men and women who lost 
relatives In the wnr. tried to break- 
up the meeting, and only the Inter- 
vention of the police snved Vlllurd 
from possible Injury and enubled him 
to go on with his speech. 

Decidedly Interesting If not very 
Important is the attempt to Impeach 
United States Judge Kenesnw M. 
Landis of Chicago. The attack on 
this spectacular Jurist, who Is both 
much loved and much feared, came 
from two sources and was based on 
two grounds, but the uctunl move for 
his Impeachment was made by Repre- 
sentative Benjamin Welty of Ohio, 
who asks the senate to remove the 
Judge from the bench because he ac- 
cepted the olllce of supreme arbiter 
of organized baseball. The house 
committee on Judiciary took up the 
Welty charge, and also received an 
opinion from Attorney General Pul- 
mer who ruled that Judge Landis had 
committed no offeuae In holding the 
two positions. The other attack on 
the Judge was made by Senator N. B. 
Dial of South Carolina, who was en- 
raged because Laudls, In bearing the 
case of an embezzling bank clerk, 
criticized the bank directors for pay- 
ing only $90 a month to a young man 
who was required to handle large 
sums. The Judge accepted Dial's 
challenge with glee and said some 
rather cutting things about the sen- 
ator’s Interests In hanks, cotton mills 
and child labor. As Dial has not been 
an especially Influential member of 
the senate it Is not likely his outbreak 
will have results. 

The emergency tariff bill, supposed- 
ly designed for the relief of the farm- 
er. was passed by the senate on 
Wednesday, but with such conslder- 
■ able amendments that the senate aDd 
j house conferees faced a bard task In 
trying to complete the measure for 
' submission to the President. Anyhow 
, their labor probably Is wusted, for It 


Is assured thnt Mr. Wilson will veto, 
the bill, nnd the vote in the senate, 
Indicated that It cannot be passed there, 
over the veto. Party lines among tli^ 
senators were broken In the voting. 
Among those who assailed the meas- 
ure most bitterly were Moses of New 
Hampshire nnd Edge of New Jersey,' 
both Republicans, nnd Reed of Mis- 
souri, Democrat. The senate Is now 
going to get through with the 11 blip 
appropriation bills which It has not 
yet passed nnd which Mr. Ilnrdlng 
has especially requested shall be en- 
acted at this session. 

Only nn Immediate application of 
the principle of collective bargaining' 
will settle the railway lnbor contnv 
versy and avert n nntlonnl crisis In 
the transportation Industry, neeordlng 
to B. M. Jewell of the railway em- 
ployees’ department of the American 
Federation of Labor. He told the 
railway labor board last week that tliq 
fight of the executives on the national 
agreements was a smoke screen to 
obscure the fundamental Issues, nnd 
made these suggestions : 

“First, that the board refer the na- 
tional agreements which are now. be- 
fore It to a Joint conference of tha 
representatives of the rnllronds nnd 
of the labor organizations with the 
.recommendation thnt their agreements 
be adjusted by negotiations as soon ns 
possible, the board agreeing to pnss 
Immediately upon any points of dif- 
ference which may arise from the 
negotiations. 

“Second, that the bonrd request the 
representatives of the railroads nnd 
representatives of the lnbor organiza- 
tions to meet the bonrd in conference 
to consider the establishment of 
hoards of adjustment ns contemplated 
by the transportation pact. 

"Third, that in reply to Mr. Atter- 
bury’s notice to the bonrd nnd his 
subsequent letter to the chairman ad- 
vising him that he contemplates filing 
a flood of Individual complaints to re- 
duce the wages of unskilled employees* 
the bonrd recommend to Mr. Atter- 
bur.v thnt be meet in general confer- 
ence with the representatives of the 
employees affected so that the exist- 
ing general agreements will not be 
Impaired and the matter brought t,o 
the hoard In the form of a single 
cqmplnlnt.” 

That dreaded pest, typhus, lias In- 
vaded the United States through the 
port of New York nnd there have 
been several deaths already. It conies 
from the Infected ureas of Europe, 
nnd Its spread here Is being effectual- 
ly fought by the strictest Inspection 
of all Immigrants. 

Discoveries made nnd documenta 
seized by tlie police of Paris, Barce- 
lona nnd Milan have revealed a great 
communist conspiracy to overthrow 
the governments of France, Spain nnd 
Italy, the date set tor the revolution 
being May 1. Funds for the conspira- 
tors came from Berlin In the r nn ot 
checks und were transmitted through 
nn American financial organization 
thnt bus Europena headquarters In 
Paris und branches in Berlin and 
Vienna. The French police say 
soviets have been organized through- 
out France ready to take over the 
banks, rullrouds and ull civil services. 

With the opening of the British par- 
liament lust week Premier Lloyd 
George once more “faced the hardest 
fight of his career." But he is used 
to that now, and probably will again 
emerge victorious over Ills opponents. 
To be sure, the opposition Is unusual- 
ly powerful this time, and. hus been' 
re-enforced by tlie addition of tlie' 
Cecil brothers. Lord Robert and Lord' 
Hugh, who are quite Influential. As 
6oon as King George had delivered 
the brief address from the throne the 
fight began In the house of commons, 
Herbert Asquith, former premier, and 
J. H. Thomas, labor leader, heudlng' 
the attack. Naturally, the Irish ques- 
tion supplied their chief ammunition. 
In reply to questions the premier said, 
the situation In Ireland had Improved' 
greatly In the last 6lx months and that 
j If the British i>eople would haw ns- 
tienee order would soon be resto; d.

JUSTICE OF THE PEACE. 

REDS FAIL TO COLLECT GRAIN 

Europe Cannot Expoct Corcala or Flax, 
8aya Anti-Bolatioviat Com- 
mittee. 

London. — Hope that Europe may ob- 
tain any cereals or flax from soviet 
Russia is entirely unfounded, says a 
circular from the Russian liberation 
committee in London, an anti-Bolshe- 
vlst organization. 

The circular recalls that, according 
to tlie food commissariat's plans, 
roughly 7,250,000 tons of breadstuff! 
were to be delivered to the soviet gov- 
ernment by December 1, hut, owing to 
the breakdown of transportation, the 
Slberluu quota of 2,000,000 tons can 
only be brought in with the greatest 
difficulty, while the Caucasian esti- 
mated output of 1,750,000 tous cannot 
he relied upon owing to the military 
operations in that region. 

As regards flax, the circular again 
quotes Bolshevist figures showing that 
the ureu sown in 1020 had shrunk to 
one-tifth of the pre-war area. 

OLD MOONSHINER IN AGAIN 

“Wild Bill” Has Spent Nearly Third of 
His Life in the Peni- 
tentiary. 

Macon, tin. — Charley Williams, bet-

RADIATORS NEED 
CARE IN WINTER 

Batteries and Carburetors Also 
Must Be Given Attention 
in Cold Weather. 

U6HTER OILS ARE FAVORED 

Storage Battery Is Rather Expensive 

Piece of Equipment and Reason- 
able Amount of Cere Will 
Keep It In Good Condition.’ 

Freezing weather brings ninny 
things that the motorist must remem- 
ber and take enre of If he wishes to 
avoid trouble and keep his car going 
without undue expense. 

The danger of freezing the cylin- 
ders, or causing the radiator to leak 
Is so well understood tlmt the precau- 
tions are scarcely needed that anti- 
freeze should be put In the water or 
that a hood or radiator cover should 
be provided to retnln the hent. 

Some people forget thnt even the 
radiator cover will not keep the water 
warm Indefinitely. This will be ef- 
fective only so long ns sufficient hent 
Is retained to keep the water tempera- 
ture above 32 degrees, which will de- 
pend on the exposure of the car nnd 
the severity of tlie wenther. 

In nny event not more than two or 
three hours’ protection should be ex- 
pected of a radiator cover, In the cold- 
est wenther, nnd If the enr must be 
left for n longer time without anti- 
freeze In the rndlntor, the engine 
should be run for n few minutes nt 
Intervals of two or throe hours. Much 
less trouble, of course, results from 
putting alcohol nnd • sodium chloride 
or some such solution ln the rndlntor. 

Very many people do not renllze 
that n lighter grade of oil Is necessary 
in most engines In the winter, the 
heavier oils tending to flow so slowly 
thnt the hearings mny he burned be- 
fore the viscous oil gets Into circula- 
tion. To be on the safe side one should 
put in the lighter oil that the car 
mnnufncturer recommends for winter 
before the cold weather sets ln. 

Watch Batteries. 

Another thing to be borne In mind 
Is thnt the storage battery Is a rela- 
tively expensive piece of equipment 
nnd If reasonable care will prevent 11 s 
coming to an untimely end it Is worth 
while taking the trouble to keep watch 
of the gravity of the electrolyte. 

If It gets too low, as Indicated by a 
test with a hydrometer, have the bat- 
tery removed and charged, but the 
chances are thnt the external charg- 
ing will not be necessary If the bat- 
tery Is not run down by unnecessary 
cranking. 

If It does become necessary to take 
the battery out of the car be sure that 
another battery Is put in Its place or 
else that the proper thing Is done to 
keep the generator from being burned 
out. Your Instruction book gives the 
proper directions for grounding or 
short circuiting the brushes so thnt 
damage will not result to the genera- 
tor. Failure to do this will nlmost 
certainly be followed l(» burning out 
the windings of the armature or field, 
o^ even both. The safest course Is 
never to drive the enr without a bat- 
tery on the line from the generator. 
Don’t Crank Continuously. 

These cold mornings cars are a lit- 
tle hard to start, but Instead of stand- 
ing on the button nnd keeping the 
motor turning over, It Is much better 
to crank a second or two nt a time, 
stopping between to change the posi- 
tion of the choke or the spark or gas 
levers, then crank again, remembering 
that tlie engine will not start with too 
much gas any better than with too lit- 
tle. Several attempts at starting of a 
few seconds' duration each do not so 
seriously drain the battery ns crank- 
ing for a long period continuously. 

Whatever hnppens that Indicates 
something unusuul about the car, If 
you cannot understand It yourself, 
drop Info a service station. “A stitch 
ln time saves nine" and large repair 
hills are avoided hy early uttentlon to 
small signs of trouble.

The enr owner will find It a good 
plnn to watch the garage floor for evi- 
dence of leakage, whether of grease, 
oil, gasoline, or water. A small pud- 
dle of water found on the floor In tho 
morning, after the enr has been stand- 
ing overnight, may Indicate a leak In 
the pump packing, radiator hose, or 
some other part of the cooling system; 
but the loss Is not likely to be of 
much consequence, unless an nntl- 
freezlng solution Is used. A leak ln 
the carburetor or fuel qlpe Is of more 
Importance, and can generally be lo- 
cated hy Inspecting the floor before 
moving the car. Oil leakage from n 
loose petcock, defective gasket, or felt 
washer can generally be detected In 
the same way, and the cause remedied. 
Grease benenth the transmission, dif- 
ferential housing, or a universal Joint, 
Is often caused hy loosened holts In 
these parts.

I 
think modesty Is responsible for most 
men’s preference for ‘civvies’ on formal 
occasions, but I know that some argue 
that they do not want to be in uniform 
with a bunch of men wearing officers’ 
uniforms and Insignia. 

“I am sure there Is not nn ex-officer 
In the Legion who would not willingly 
discard his Insignia if it operated as a 
barrier to harmony. But let’s have • 
standard rule — either civvies or uni- 
forms.”

William F. Kirby. California has dis- 
placed a Democrat, James D. Phelan, 
with a Republican, Sumuel M. Short- 
ridge. Colorado has returned u Repub- 
lican, Samuel D. Nicholson, to take 
the place of Charles S. Thomas. 

Weller Was Sailor With Weeks. 

It Is not necessary to go through tho 
whole list of changes, becuuse doubt- 
less the country generally knows who 
is to be who if not “what Is to be 
what” in the next senate of the United 
States, but there are one or two of the 
passing ones, ns well as one or two of 
the incoming ones, about whoso depar- 
ture and incoming there Is something 
of special interest. 

Ovlngton E. Weller is a new Repub- 
lican sehator from Maryland, nnd now 
that state is represented by two men 
of the same party faith for the first 
time in a great many years. Weller in 
his time has been a sailor, having 
graduated from the United States Na- 
val academy In 1881. During the last 
campaign John W. Weeks, former Uni- 
ted States senator from Massachu- 
setts, wus one of the munagers of the 
Republican presidential cumpaign, with 
heudquarters in New York city. Mr. 
Weeks, it soon wns discovered, took a 
strong personal Interest In the cam- 
paign of Mr. Weller. The Massachu- 
setts man, of course, w'us Interested 
In the success of nil Republicans, but 
his concern in the Weller cuse was 
murked. Later the Interest was ex- 
plained. Weeks and Weller were 
classmates at Annapolis and Bulled to- 
gether, both as academy midship- 
men on the training ship of the school 
and later ns ensigns on the wurshlps 
of their country. 

There Is interest in all circles In 
Washington in the incoming of the 
newly-elected senator from Oklahoma, 
a Republican, J. W. Harreld, who will 
displace the blind senator, Thomas 
Pryor Gore. Mr. Gore bus been in 
Washington a good many years, and 
for reasons other than his blindness be 
bus been u well known figure. 

Norbeck Was a Wood Supporter. 

Peter Norbeck will he a new Repub- 
lican senutqr from South Dukotu. He 
has just finished a term us governor 
of bis state und it wus lie who tirade 
a picturesque cunvass of South Dako- 
ta lust winter in behalf of the cuuse of 
Leonurd Wood, who was seeking en- 
dorsement for his candidacy for the 
Republican uomluutiou for the Presi- 
dency. 

There are other changes to come 
and several men who have been strong 
personul favorites with the remuinlug 
senators, Irrespective of party, will 
sever their connection with public life 
In Washington at noon on Murch 4 
next. In the senate, while purty feel- 
ing frequently runs high, there ure 
strong personul friendships always ex- 
isting between some of the Repub- 
licans and some of the Democrats. 
For Instance, while New Kugluud und 
South Curollua seldom “hitch up” po- 
litically, there was once upon a time 
a tie of personul friendship between 
Benjamin Tillman of South Carolina 
and William E. Chandler of New 
Hampshire. Other cases of like kind 
could be cited. The blood of friend- 
ship frequently is thicker than the wa- 
ter of politics. 

Cox's Visit to Washington. 

James M. Cox came to Washington, 
saw the President and a score of bis 
party leaders, secured passports for 
himself and Mrs. Cox, and made other 
preparations for his departure for 
Euro|>e, where he will present letters 
from the President of the United States 
and other officials of government, and 
will see everything that he wants to 
see under the most favorable official 
auspices. 

The visit of Mr. Cox to Washington 
was of deep interest* to party men. 
With some of the leaders he went over 
the whole situation, and plans ware 


laid for a ngorrra* campaign for what 
perhaps not Invidiously may he called 
the resuscitation of Democracy In ths 
land from the effects of the recent de- 
feat. It can he said that If there was 
any Inward feeling of despair over ths 
situation on the part of Mr. Cox, or 
any of the Democrats with whom hs 
conferred, it was not apparent They 
alf said that political parties hnd bwn 
seemingly down and out before this 
day; that the Republicans, like the 
Democrats, had had their experiences, 
and that revival always hnd come. 

The Democratic nntonnl committee 
already haa started Ita work for tho 
next campaign. Its high desire Is to 
cut down the Republican representa- 
tion in congress at the election one 
year from next November, Already tho 
field has been looked over, the "soft 
places” noted nnd the tactics nnd tho 
strategy of the fight to come have been 
given due consideration. 

The Republicans, llko the Demo- 
crats, already nre at work. No one 
knows yet whether Will H. Hays, 
chnlrmnn of tho Republican national 
committee, will continue ns such af- 
ter he has taken tho place In Mr. 
Harding's cabinet which It Is general- 
ly believed he Is to he offered. 

Think Cox Will Remain Leader. • 

The Republican committee lias tak- 
en note of the activities of the Demo- 
cratic nntlotml committee, nnd its 
members watched with Interest the 
results of the conferences w^tch Mr. 
Cox hnd with his party committeemen. 
It seems generally to be believed In 
Washington that James M. Cox will 
continue to he the recognized lender 
of Democratic endeavor nnd Democrat- 
ic ambition In the country until tho 
next cnmpnlgn, or until possible events 
shnll remove him from tho field nnd 
put some other Democrat In his plnee. 

The members of the Republican 
nntlonnl committee have Just appoint- 
ed a subcommittee to consider tho 
question of party organization In the 
South, nnd the, to them, great ques- 
tion of the chnnce of securing In the 
future Republican success In some of 
the southern stntes. The results In 
Tennessee, Oklnhomn nnd some bor- 
der stntes nt the last election gnve nn 
additional fillip to the hope of the Re- 
publican nntlonnl committeemen that 
the pnrty niny make further lnronds 
In the southern states at the next elec- 
tion. 

Republicans See Chances In South. 

Some Republicans have been dig- 
ging Into the history of comparatively 
recent elections In the southern stntes. 
One thing which they have turned /u^ 
nnd which has attracted some atten- 
tion is that when William II. Taft 
ran for the presidency In 1908 and wns 
elected by such a great majority, ho 
cnrrled three congressional districts In 
Georgia by substantial majorities. In 
not one of these districts wns there 
a Republican candidate for congress, 
the advance feeling being tlmt there 
was no possibility that the pnrty could 
carry the districts. After the election 
was over and the Republicans looked 
on the Taft majorities In these three 
Georgia districts, they were sorry they 
hod not put candidates in the field for 
election to congress. 

The Democrats declare that the Re- 
publicans are hunting something more 
elusive than will-o’-the-wisps in the 
South, but there Is an evident deter- 
mination on the part of the national 
committeemen to go ahead and to see 
if their party cannot be made a real 
election factor in every state in the 
Union. A committee bus been appoint- 
ed with C. Huscom Slump,' Republican 
representative in congress from Vir- 
ginia, to undertake a study of the 
Southern situation and to report to the 
national committee.

Roosevelt belonged to the 
Dutch Reformed church, und ills wife 
was an Episcopalian ; Taft Is a Unit-, 
urlan nnd his wife an Episcopalian; 
and Wilson is a Presbyterian and his 
wife Is an Episcopalian. 

There Is curiosity' In Washington to 
know with what particular Baptist 
congregation Mr. und Mrs. Hunting 
will elect to worship. There ure sev- 
eral large Baptist churches in Wash- 
ington and u few smull inconspicuous 
ones. It may be tlmt the Hardings 
will choose one of the larger churches, 
hut If they should prefer to go to one 
of the smaller pluces of worship they 
will be doing u certain kind of up- 
building missionary work, for the at- 
tendance of a President of the Unitedi 
States at any church means its pros-i 
perity for the time being at any rate,* 
and generally tho Impetus which It 
gets from such attendance euables lti 
to maintain In the years to come a ! 
wider field of influence. 

The First Baptist church of Wash- 
ington has a handsome house of wor-j 
ship at the present time. It began Its) 
existence In the year 1802, and Its first) 
house of worship after having been! 
sold was later converted Into Ford’* 
theater, the building In which Presl-j 
dent Lincoln was assassinated. 

Calvary Baptist, It is said, has on* 
of the largest Sunday schools in the) 
world. It is an Institutional churchy 
hard-working and noted for Its re-t 
llglous effort. Neither this nor thai 
First church ever lias been regularly' 
attended by a President of the United) 
States, for the fact Is that Mr. Hard- 
ing Is the first Baptist ever elected to 
the office.

WHEN TO WEAR THE UNIFORM 

Former Service Men Inclined to Be 
Too Modest in Appearing in 
Army Togs. 

Former service men are too modest 
to appear in uniform on specinl occa- 
sions, according to a letter from a 
member of the Amoricnn Legion. 

The letter follows: 

“Armistice day brought with It some 
new revelations of viewpoint on the 
wearing of the uniform at ceremonies 
and celebrations, and, inasmuch, as in 
the future we must confront the prob- 
lem time after time, I believe the 
question should be settled now, one 
way or the other. I am neutral on the 
subject nnd am willing to do as the 
‘bunch’ Moes, 

“Since their discharge the majority 
of both officers and enlisted men have 
shown more than a little hesitancy In 
putting the uniform back on for special 
occasions. The true spirit of the Le- 
gion is not manifest in any parade 
when the majority of the men appear 
in civilian clothes and n handful march 
in uniform. On such occusions the uni- 
formed man is In an embarrassing po- 
sition, and he vows : ‘Never again !’ I 
think modesty Is responsible for most 
men’s preference for ‘clvviesf on formal 
occasions, but I know tlmt some argue 
that they do not want to bo in uniform 
with a bunch of men wearing officers' 
uniforms and insignia. 

“I am sure there is not an ex-officer 
In the Legion who would not willingly 
discard his insignia if it operated as a 
barrier to harmony. But let’s have a 
standard rule — either civvies or uni- 
forms.”

Weller, New Republican Senator From 

Maryland, Wee a Bunkle of Weeke 

In the Navy — Harreld Displaces 

Gere, th* Blind Statesman.

Washington. — When President-elect 
Harding walks Into the senate cham- 
ber on March 4 to witness the Induc- 
tion into office of Calvin Coolidge ns 
Vice President of the United States, 
he will see the faces of ninny new sen- 
ators who have Just tnken the oath of 
allegiance and the oath of office. 

Taking the list of states alphabeti- 
cally, there Is a change almost at the 
outset. Ralph U. Cnuieron of Ari- 
zona succeeds Marcus Aurelius Smith, 
Democrat, who has been In congress, 
either ns a delegate from the territory 
of Arizona or as a senator from the 
newly created stnte, slnco the first 
days of the Fiftieth congress, which 
hud Its beginning more tlmn thirty- 
two years ago. 

Seuator Smith recently was appoint- 
ed by the President ns a member of 
the International boundary commis- 
sion, an office which he will take ns 
soon ns Ids term ns senator expires. 
The senate unanimously confirmed his 
nomination for the place. 

Arknnsns sends n new senntor to 
congress, a Democrat, In the person of 
Thaddeus U. Caraway, who succeeds 
Willlum F. Kirby. California has dis- 
placed a Democrat, Jumes D. Phelan, 
with a Republican, Samuel M. Short- 
ridge. Colorado has returned n Repub- 
lican, Samuel D. Nicholson, to tuke 
the place of Charles S. Thomas. 

Weller Was Sailor With Weeks. 

It Is not necessary to go through tho 
whole list of chunges, because doubt- 
less the country generally knows who 
Is to be who If not “what Is to be 
what” In the next senate of the United 
States, but there nre one or two of the 
passing ones, as well as one or two of 
the incoming ones, ubout whose depar- 
ture and lucoming there is something 
of special interest. 

Ovington E. Weller is a new Repub- 
lican sehutor from Maryland, nnd now 
that state is represented by two men 
of the same party fulth for the first 
time in a great many yeurs. Weller in 
bis time has been n sailor, having 
graduated from the United Stutes Na- 
val academy in 1881. During the lust 
campaign John W. Weeks, former Uni- 
ted States senator from Massachu- 
setts, was one of the managers of the 
Republican presidential campaign, with 
headquarters in New York city. Mr. 
Weeks, it soon was discovered, took a 
strong personal interest in the cam- 
paign of Mr. Weller. The Massachu- 
setts mun, of course, wus Interested 
In the success of all Republicans, but 
bis concern in the Weller cuse was 
murked. Later the Interest was ex- 
plained. Weeks and Weller were 
classmates at Annapolis and sailed to- 
gether, both us academy midship- 
men on the traiuing ship of tho school 
and later as ensigns on the warships 
of their country. 

There Is Interest in all circles In 
Washington In the Incoming of the 
newly-elected senator from Okluhoma, 
a Republican, J. W. Harreld, who will 
displuce the blind senator, Thomas 
Pryor Gore. Mr. Gore has been in 
Washington a good many years, and 
for reasons other tlmn his blindness be 
has been a well known figure. 

Norbeck Was a Wood Supporter. 

Peter Norbeck will be a new Repub- 
lican senator from South Dakota. He 
has Just finished a term us governor 
of his state und it was tie who made 
a picturesque canvass of South Duko- 
tu last winter in behulf of the cause of 
Leonurd Wood, who was seeking en- 
dorsement for his cuudlducy fur the 
Republican nomination for the Presi- 
dency. 

There nre other changes to come 
and several men who huve been strong 
personal favorites with the remaining 
senutors, irrespective of party, will 
sever their connection with public life 
in Washington at noon on Murch 4 
next. In the senute, while purty feel- 
ing frequently runs high, there are 
strong personal friendships alwuys ex- 
isting between some of the Repub- 
licans and some of the Democrats. 
For instance, while New England und 
South Curollua seldom “bitch up” po- 
litically, there wus once upon u time 
a tie of personal friendship between 
Henjamln Tillman of South Carolina 
and William E. Chuudler of New 
Hampshire. Other cuses of like kind 
could be cited. The blood of friend- 
ship frequently Is thicker than the wa- 
ter of politics. 

Cox's Visit to Washington. 

James M. Cox came to WushingtQn, 
saw the President and a score of his 
party leaders, secured passports for 
himself and Mrs. Cox, and made other 
preparations for his departure for 
Europe, where he will present letters 
from the I'rerident of the Uulted States 
and other officials of government, and 
will see everything that be wants to 
*ee under the most favorable official 
auspices. 

The visit of Mr. Cox to Washington 
was of deep interest' to party men. 
With some of the leaders he went over 
the whole situation, and plans were 


laid tor a vigorous campaign tor what 
perhaps not Invidiously may be celled 
the resuscitation of Democracy In th* 
land from the effects of the recent de- 
feat. It can be eald that If there was 
any Inward feeling of despair over the 
situation on the part of Mr. Cox, or 
any of the Democrats with whom he 
conferred. It waa not apparent They 
alt said that political parties had been 
seemingly down and out before this 
day; that the Republican*, like the 
Democrats, hnd had their experiences, 
and that revival always had come. 

Tho Democratic natonal committee 
already has started Its work for the 
next oampnlgn. Its high desire Is to 
cut down the Republican representa- 
tion In congress at the election one 
year from next November. Already tho 
field hns been looked over, the “soft 
plnces” noted nnd the tactics nnd tho 
strategy of tho fight to come have been 
given due consideration. 

Tho Republicans, llko tho Demo- 
crats, already nre at work. No one 
knows yet whether Will H. Hnys, 
chairman of tho Republican nntlonnl 
committee, will continue ns such af- 
ter he has tnken tho place In Mr. 
Harding's cabinet which It Is general- 
ly believed he is to he offered. 

Think Cox Will Remain Leader. • 

Tho Republican committee hns tnk- 
en note of the activities of the Demo- 
cratic nntlonnl committee, nnd Its 
members wntehod with Interest tho 
results of the conferences w^lch Mr. 
Cox hnd with his party committeemen. 

It seems generally to lie believed In 
Washington tlint James M. Cox will 
continue to he the recognized lender 
of Democratic endeavor nnd Democrat- 
ic ambition In the country until tho 
next enmpnlgn, or until possible events 
slmll remove him from the field nnd 
put some other Democrat In his place. 

The members of the Republican 
nntlonnl committee have just appoint- 
ed a subcommittee to consider the 
question of party organization In the 
South, nnd the, to them, great ques- 
tion of the elinnce of securing In tho 
future Republican success In some of 
the southern states. The results In 
Tennessee, Oklnhonm nnd some bor- 
der states at the last election gave nn 
additional fillip to the hope of the Re- 
publican nntlonnl committeemen thnt 
the party niny make further Inroads 
In the southern states nt the next elec- 
tion. 

Republicans See Chances In South. 

Some Republicans have been dig- 
ging Into the history of comparatively 
recent elections In the southern states. 
One tiling which they have turned ^/uji 
nnd which has attracted some atten- 
tion Is thot when William H. Taft 
ran for the presidency In 1908 nnd was 
elected by such a grant majority, he 
carried three congressional districts In 
Georgia by substantial majorities. In 
not one of these districts wns there 
a Republican candidate for congress, 
the udvnnce feeling being that there 
was no possibility that the pnrty could 
carry the districts. AfteT the election 
was over and the Republicans looked 
on the Taft majorities In these three 
Georgia districts, they were sorry they 
had not put candidates in the field for 
election to congress. 

The Democrats declare that the Re- 
publicans are hunting something more 
elusive than will-o’-the-wisps in the 
South, but there is an evident deter- 
mination on the part of the national 
committeemen to go ahead and to see 
If their party cannot be made a real 
election factor In every state In the 
Union. A committee has been appoint- 
ed with C. Buscom Slemp,’ Republican 
representative in congress from Vir- 
ginia, to undertake a study of the 
Southern situation and to report to the 
national committee. 

Mr. end Mrs. Harding Both Baptists. 

For the first time since McKinley’s 
dny a President of the United States 
has been elected who is a member of 
the church to which his wife belongs. 
Mr. and Mrs. Warren G. Harding are 
Baptists. Roosevelt belonged to the 
Dutch Reformed church, und his wife 
wns nn Eplscopalkin ; Taft is a Unit -. , 
urlun and his wife an Episcopalian ; 
und Wilson is a Presbyterian and bis 
wife is an Episcopalian. 

There Is curiosity* in Washington to 
know with what particular HaptlBt 
congregation Mr. and Mrs. Ilurding 
will elect to worship. There ure sev- 
eral large Baptist churches in Wash- 
ington and a few smull inconspicuous 
ones. It may be thut the Hardings 
will choose one of the larger churches, 
hut if they should prefer to go to one 
of the smaller places of worship they 
will he doing u certain kind of up- 
building missionary work, for the at- 
tendance of a President of the Unltedi 
States at any church means its pros-i 
parity for the time being at any rate,' 
and generally tho impetus which It 
gets from Buch attendance enables Itj 
to maintain in the years to come at 
wider field of Influence. 

The First Baptist church of Wash- 
ington has a handsome bouse of wor-| 
ship at the present time. It began Itej 
existence in the year 1802, and Its first | 
bouse of worship after having been! 
sold was later converted into Ford'el 
theater, the building In which Preel-j 
dent Lincoln was assassinated. 

Calvary Baptist, It Is said, has one* 
of the largest Sunday schools in the) 
world. It is an institutional churchy 
hard-working and noted for its re-1 
ilglous effort. Neither this nor th« 
First church ever lias been regularly; 
attended by a President of the United) 
States, for the fact is that Mr. Hard- 
ing is the first baptist ever elected to 
the office.

BEANS VERY POPULAR 
AS ECONOMICAL FOOD 


To Spice Up the Wardrobe 


They Are One of Cheapest 
Sources of Protein. 


Used Chiefly as a Meat Substitute and 
a Cupful Equals in Food Value a 
Quarter of a Pound of Juicy 
Sirloin Steak. 


Beans, though higher In price than 
they were several years ago, are still 
among the cheaper foods that can he 
bought todny. They nre one of the 
cheapest sources of protein nnd may 
be used to help supply this valuable 
food constituent In the diet, according 
to United States Department of Agri- 
culture specialists. They are known 
chiefly as a meat substitute dish. A 
cup of baked beans. In which n third 
of a cup of dried beans are used, fur- 
nishes as much protein as a quarter 
of a pound of sirloin steak. Obviously 
the third of a tup of dried beans Is 
much the cheaper to purchase. A 
pound of beef ns purchased usually 
has some refuse In the form of skin, 
bone and gristle, while a pound of 
brans has practically no refuse. From 
this standpoint, therefore, as well ns 
the difference ln price, the housewife 
who finds her wood allowance grow- 
ing low will do weir to use beuns often 
ln place’ of meat. 

The cheaper legumes, bonus, peas, 
etc., should not he depended upon as 
the sole source of protein for a great 
length of time. Milk, cheese, eggs, 
or meat should furnish some of the 
protein ln u week’s dletury. 

There Is little difference ln food val- 
ue among the many common varieties 
(it beans, with the exception of the 
My bean, which Is richer In protein 
and ln fat than the ordinary beans. 
All legumes should be thoroughly 
cooked. Long cooking at moderate 
heat Is best 

A favorite and standard recipe for 
baking beuns Is the following: Soul; 
the beans over night, then rinse and 
boll them uutil the skins crack when 
blown upon, hut the beans are not 
quite soft. Use one-half pound of 
salt pork to one quart of beaus. Cut 
the pork nearly through the rind and 
add before boiling the heuus. After 
bc-lllng. pour into the beuu pot, in- 
sert the pork, the cut rind being level 
with the top of the beans. Add a 
pint of wuter used for boillug, buy- 
ing first mixed with the water u tea- 
sftoouful of salt and two tablespoons of 
luolusses. The water should come about 
to the surface of the eon ten is. Bake 
■lx to eight hours, udding more wuter 
when needed to prevent the top drying 
or burning. Beaus, when done, should

The annual meeting of the Wey- 
mouth Hospital Association was held 
on Monday evening at the Town 
Offices at East Weymouth. Reports 
were mode by the Trustees. Treasurer 
ahd Auditor, which are printed in full 
below:

Dr. Rudolph Jacoby for the Board 
of Trustees submitted the following 
report: 

To the Members of Weymouth Hos- 
pital Association: 

In making a report at this time 1 
will give a brief resume of the- events 
leading up to the present status of 
tills association. Realizing the- need 
1 1 a hospital in the town of Weymouth, 
the physicians of the town in 1906 
under the leadership of Dr. J. C. 
Fraser, organized and formed t-n asso- 
ciation called the Weymouth llospltul 
Fund Association, he first meeting be 
ing held Jan. 21, 1906; 

At this time, committees were 
formes! to investigate the cost of 
starting a hospital and the Ways and 
Means Committee was organized ’tt. 
ascertain the cost of maintaining the 
same. These committees worked dil- 
igently and on March 23, 1906, nn ap- 
peal was made by a committee con- 
sisting of Dr. W. F. Hathaway. Dr. O. 
D. Bullock' and Dr. J. C. Fraser to the 
citizens of the town of Weymouth to 
make voluntary contributions in or 
der that an hospital might be started. 

On May 3, 1907, the Weymou*h Hos- 
pital Association received its charter. 
At this time a wave of enthusiasm 
was created and dutln^ the next two 
or three years a few hundred dollars 
were raised by the holding of fair:, 
and sociels by the various women’s 
organizations in the different parts of 
the town. The sum of money, how- 
ever, that was raised, seemed to be 
unsufflclent to go ahead with and from 
this time the interest by the citizens 
of the town seemed to be lacking. For 
the next few years and until 1919, 
tbe corporation was kept intact solely 
by the efforts of the physicians of the 
town, this being necessary in order 
to keqo tbe charter in standing. 

As time passed the need of a how 
pital in the town became more crucial 
than ever and owing to the fact that 
the population and the industries in 
and about the town had increased, a 
committee was appointed by the 
association to investigate the question 
of establishing an hospital. Several 
lceations were investigated, none of 
v/hie.h seemed to be suitable. On June 
22, 1920, this committee reported that 
the estate of the late Colonel W. W. 
Castle, located on I-ake street. East 
Weymouth, could be bought for $12,000 
and would be a very suitable location 
for the hospital. The committee 
strongly advised the purchasing of the 
property, in so tar as the desirability 
of the location! had berm carefully 
investigated by them. The purchase 
of this particular property seemed to 
j be imperative in as much ns this 
sp'enied to be the* best possible loca 


The drive campaign realized as 
is " shown by the treasurer's report, 
$6726.35 together with a $100 'liberty 
bond and 25 shares of stock, par value 
$1. This sum was insufficient to start, 
the institution, but the trustees foil 
that the citizens of the town had been 
very generous because or the fact 
that at this time the industries gener- 
ally began to close and consequently 
non-employment of the people result 
ed. 


tion in the town, because of its geo- 


graphical location and the desirable 
arrangement of its buildings. 

At. a subsequent meeting of the 
board of trustees it was voted that 
this property be purchased at a sum 
not exceeding $12,000, and further that 
the president and secretary were 
authorized to fxecute and deliver to 
the First National Bank of Boston 
t-ustees, a note of the Weymouth Hos- 
pital Assciation in the sum of $10,000. 
payable in three years at f% pcs 
annum, together with a mortgage oi* 
real estate to be conveyed to the asso 
elation by said bank* and in part pay- 
ment therefor. 

At Mils time thfre was ip the treas- 
ury a sum of approximately $2300 
Expending $2000 an an equity in the 
estate there would be only nhout $30(> 


While the result of the drive was 
not ns sucessful as the trustees hau 
expected, they felt that the 'citizens 
under the circumstances had given 
thorn much encouragement. With the 
amount of money raised it did not 
stem feasible to go any further. It 
was necessary, however, to paint the 
buildings and the sum of $750 was 
expended for painting thq house and 
barn. It was further n pessary to 
make repairs on the outside of the 
buildings, all of which was dene. At 
the present time the outsfde of the 
buildings are in excellent condition 
and’ under ordinary conditions should 
r.ted no more repairing for some time. 

It is the earnest desire of the 
trustees that during this present year 
the citizens of the town may again be 
appealed to, that an amount sufllclem 
to start the hospital, may be raised. 
The cost of material has been con- 
stantly dropping and the figures, as 
detailed in Dr. Pollock's report can 
be considerably reduced. I 'would 
estimate that if the sum of $10,000 
could be raised the association would 
have sufficient funds to equip the 
hospital in. a way which vtould meas- 
ure up to high standards and further 
wou|i give us sufficient capital to 
make a start. I am firmly convinced 
that if the hospital was started there 
would he no difficulty In keeping the 
beds filled with ipatlents and al«o we 
would be self-supporting within a 
reasonably short time. The trustees 
have not felt that anything further 
could be dohe at present owin'- to the 
unsettled conditions generally. 

I regret very much to mention that 
on October 5. 1920, the association 
suffered the loss of its dear and es- 
teemed friend Mr. Albert P. Worthen. 
who was not only its vice-president 
and a member of the execullve com- 
mittee. hut was al=o one of the nfon- 
eers, who were instrumental fn keen- 
ing the organization intact for the 
past 15 years. After Inboring to in- 
corporate the pscocJnHon and draw 
un the bv-lnws Mr. Worthen in the 
past has made mnny gonorons '•nntrib- 
i tfons nntf has ben it« legal advisor, 
alwnvs having been willing to render 
inestimable assistance and counsel.

The trustees were very fortunate in 
being able to secure tbe assistance of 
Dr. Henry W. Pollock, superintendent 
of the Massachusetts Homeopathic 
hospital hospital.

Thousands of years before mu 
made a successful balloon it species 
of spider common to all parts of Amer-! 
lea had spun v silken airship nnd gone 
riding on the winds nt will. When the 
spider desires lo Inke a ride It sets 
Its spinnerets nf work, nnd out pours 
the silk In liquid form, hardening with 
contact with the air. In a few mo- 
ments n dozen silken streamers, 20 
feet long, nre waving In the nlr. The 
spider fnces the wind, crouches down 
and holds tlghlly to Ihe post or bush, 
waiting until its judgment tells It that 
enough silk Inis been spun to carry It. 
Then II gives a quick leap upward, and 
the wind hears It away. It may rise 
fur above Ihe tree lops or float along 
six feel above the ground. 

The spider can govern its flight hy

From Lice, If Possible. 

throat If any nre discovered, grease 
these places carefully with plalu lard, 
lard to which a few drops of kero- 
sene have been added or by using • 
drop of olive oil. Too much greuse 
may prove fatal to the. poults. 

As the poults grow, lice will some- 
times be present In harmful numbers 
and yet escupc the notice of the per- 
son who does not know where to look 
for them. If one -oks in the hollows 
or creases on the upper side of the 
wing between the quills of the main 
wing feathers, they may tind hiding 
pluces there literally swarming with 
llcei Grease applied to these places 
will prove effective in getting rid of 
the lice. 

Lice may also occur on other parts 
of the body nnd must be combated. 

ur young turkeys are droopy 
hrlfty and you have examined 
ithout finding any lice, do not 
sure that none are present un- 
til you have tried the following: 
Submerge the little turkey in warm 
wuter, holding It with Just Its bill 
sticking out, so that it can breathe, 
until the entire plumage is wet. 
Then remove it from the water and 
wrap in a light-colored cloth which 
hus previously been warmed, and hold 
It la this manner far several min- 
utes. Then take the cloth off. If 
there are no lice, op It, the turkey 
Is free from them, and some other ex- 
planation than lice must be sought for 
Its condition. Usually, however, a 
surprisingly large number of lice will 
be found on the cloth, even In cases 
where a cursory examination had con- 
vinced the owner that it was absolute- 
ly tree.

The house is lighted with gss 
throughout. Electric lighting is so 
much more sa"afactory and safe In I 
hospitals thst the building should be ' 
wired for electricity. In the accom- j 
panying estimate, wood moulding is 
contemplated throughout with drop I 
cords and suitable shades in all 
rooms except the operating room, 
front hall, vestibule and private- room, 
where natures have been estimated. 
Allowance has been made for the In- 
stallation of the neceadary bedside 
portable lights, and electric fans. 

OA8 

Oas wilt be required for cooking and 
sterilising. Examination of tbe Wal- 
worth Gas Generator in the basement 
may disclose its serviceability. The 
estimate, however, contemplates at. 
extension of the Town's gas main. 
Should the use of the Walworth appar- 
atus be found to be practical,' the 
sum allowed for the extension of the 
gas main and meter connections may 
be deducted from the estimate. 

PLASTERING 

For the most part, the plastering 
throughout the house is in excellent 
condition. In places, as Indicated on 
the accompanying estimate, the skim 
coat has become loosened from the 
body of the .plaster beneath and must 
be removed and reapplied. vWhere 
examination disclosed the advisability 
the plaster should be removed dowh 
to the wood lath. This, however, will 
not prove to be ne^ssary except over 
small areas in two'or three rooms: 

PAINTING 

Exterior: The entire exterior of 
the house should be given two coats of 
lead and oil paint, and the tin roofs 
suitably painted. 

Interior: Where Indicated in the 
icstlmafe the c.eilings should be cal- 
clmined. 

Considerable retouching of * the 
woodwork and the rooms In v:hlch the 
plastering has been repaired will be 
necessary, and In certain Instances 
all the side walls painted one coat oX 
suitable flat paint. 

The operating and sterilizh.g rooms 
should he give** on ail side walls, 
woodwork and sellings, two coats ot 
paint and finished with two coats of 
enamel. 

In addition many of the floors In 
the several rooms will require paint- 
ing. 

FLOOR COVERINGS 

As the majority of the floors in 
the rooms will present a fairly satis- 
factory appearance after painting, 
linoleum as. a floor covering has been 
estimated only for the operating 
room, sterilizing room, utility room, 
office and nurses’ dining room. The 
four-bedded ward on the first floor 
and the front hall already have this 
covering, whichl wlXen reteemented, 
should prove satisfactory. 

Should funds permit, the apprecia- 
tion of linoleum to still other floors 
would be advisable. 

FURNISHINGS 

These requirements are given In 
detail in the acorn panying estimate. 

Doubtless both second-hand furni- 
ture and furnishings might be pur- 
chased at a considerable saving, and 
with care exercised in their selection, 
they should prove equally as service 
able as new. 

ESTIMATE 

In considering the following esti- 
mate, it should be remembered that 
prices are not stable, that the trend 
.of the majority of the items of mater- 
ial and household furnishings is still 
upward, and that the expense attend- 
ant upon certain portions of the work 
cannot be computed exiactly. How* 
ever, there. should be sufficient “come 
and'go" iii the several items to make 
the aggregate sum estimated, closely 
approximate the amount that will be 
required.
